“The character of the money which shall 
measure our values and exchanges, and 
Settle our balances with one another, 
and with the nations of the world, is of 
such ;rimary importance end so far-reach- 
ing in its consequences, as to eall for the 
most painstaking investigation, and, in 
the end, a sober and unprejudiced judg- 
ment at the polls.

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| FOREST FIRES DESTROY A TOWN. 


Michigan Building Swept Away and 
People Are Missing. 

Green Bay, Wis., August 26.—Ontonagona, 
Mich., is entirely destroyed, excepting 
twelve dwelling houses located in the ex- 
treme eastern part of the village. 

There are innumerable persons missing 
and reports are that severai have perished. 
These reports are not as yet verified, how- 
ever, and it is hoped that the missing ones 
are being cared for and sheltered in farm- 
houses. : 

Il. W. Hight, president of the village, 
Wired an appeal to Superintendent Min- 
turn, of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Company, for tents, provisions, etc., 
for 1,500 people this morning. Mr. Minturn 
immediately repeated the message to the 
mayors of all cities tn that part of the 
State. A carload of supplies was collect- 
ed in this city in less than an hour from 
the time the message was received by 
Mr. Minturn and sent to Rockland a 
small place out of Ontonagona, where the 
sufferers are being taken. 

The main street of Ontonagona had six 
blocks of solid business buildings. The vil- 
lage proper was between eicht and nine 
blocks long and from fourteen to fifteen 
blocks wide. 

Fire has been burning in the woods 
to the southwest of the town for two weeks, 
but no damage was anticipated until yes- 
terday, when a high wind blew the flames 
into the place. At noon an attempt was 
made to telegraph:for helo from adjoin- 
Ing towns, but the telegraph building was 
on fire and the operator was driven from 
his instrument. No further telegraphic 
communication with Ontonagona was had 
until today. Help was sent by rail, but 


it was devoted to removing the people to 


places of safety. 

Insurance statist'cs, which are not coin- 
plete, show that the heaviest loser is the 
Diamond Match Company, whose property 
was valued at $1.000.000, and consisted of 
store and merchandise worth $70.000: 
mill and box factory with machinery, 
worth $300,000. and lumber worth $600,000. 
The insurance on the lumber is $227.5; 
on all the other nroperty, $200.000. The 
business and residence proverty was well 
insured. It was the sole support of the 
town. Its future depends unon the course 
that the company will take. The consensus 
of opinion is that the company will aban- 
don the place. The village of Trout Creek 
is not destroyed. but is seriously threat- 
ened, as the chopping of the underbrush 
and woods are fiercely burning all 
around it. 

Ironwood and Hurley Escape Flames. 

Ironwood, Mich... August 26.—This city 
and Hurley, Wis., just across the Montreal 
river from Ironwood. narrowly escaped 
total destruction hv fire vesterday and for 
some time it looked as if there would be 
a repetition of the Phillips and Sandstone 
disasters of last summer. 

A terrific wind from the south started 
about noor and blowing the smoldering 
forest fires around the places into flames, 
soon covered the cities with a dense smoke 
and sparks and hot cinders. 

The. fire departments from both cities 
responded and the citizens turned out in a 
hody and fought the flames back for hours. 
Several houses on the ontskirts were soon 
on fire, and although every effort was made 
to save them, four dwellings of poor fami- 
lies were:burned. As evening came on the 
wind changed and the danger was averted. 
Everything is dry as tinder here and un- 
less there is rain soon there is danger of 
both towns being destroyed.

PIDCOCK CITY SWEPT AWAY. 


Lumber Town Destroyed by Fire Yes- 
terday. 

Quitman, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)—The 
little city of Pidcock, in this county, was 
almost entirely swept away by: fire last 
night. Pidcock is located at the junction 
of the Georgia Northern railroad and the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroad 
and is the headquarters of the Quitman 
Lumber Company, which is one of the 
largest lumber manufacturing concerns in 
the state. 

The fire originated in one of the dry 
kilns about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and soon gained such headway it was im- 
possible to check it. It went from the dry 
kiln to the mill and from the mill to the 
commissary and from there on until al- 
most every building in the city was in 
ashes. 

No estimate-of the loss can be made nor 
as to the amount of insurance excent on 
the mill and lumber of the Quitman Li'm- 
ber Company, which was insured for 345,(00. 
This does not cover the loss the company 
will sustain.

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EVANS REQUIRES A MAJORITY 


Looks as if He Will Have To Make a

Columbia, S. C., August 26.—(Special.)— 
At midnight the senatorial race is still 
wrapped in doubt. It looks yet as if a 
second race will be run, in whicn case 
Evans will be beaten. 

Actual returns ® show a total vote of 
53,560, distributed as follows: 

Earle 21,868, Evans 25,597, Duncan 6,095. 

It takes a majority to nominate. It looks 
now as if there will be about 10,000 or 12,000 
more votes to hear from. 

Complete returns have been received from 
the counties of Anderson, Beaufort, Ches- 
ter, Edgefield, Georgetown, Horry, Marion, 
Newberry, Marlboro, Oceonee, Pickens, 
Union and York, thirteen in number. 

Practically complete returns are in from 
Aiken, Berkeley, Charleston, Florence, 
Laurens, Lexington, Richland and Spartan- 
burg. 

In Anderson Earle got 1,738 votes to Evans 
1.99 and Duncan 368. Evans carried Beau- 
fort and Chester by a plurality of about 
200; Spartanburg by a big majority; Marion 
by about 400 plurality over Earle; Newber- 
ry by about 200 over Earle, Duncan receiv- 
ing 231; Pickens by about eighty votes over 
Earle. In Union he received more votes 
than both of his opponents. In York he 
got 1,370 to Earle’s 1,15 and Duncan 422. 
Earle carried Marlboro by 844 to Evans 731. 

The territory yet to be heard from may 
put Evans in on the first ballot. Clarendon 
has not been heard from to any extent. 
Barnwell, which is considered a _ strong- 
hold for Evans, has reported only four 
precincts. Berkeley sends in only twelve 
out of nineteen precincts. Colleton has 
reported practically nothing. So it is with 
Darlington, both supposed to favor Evans. 
lairfield’s returns are meager. Greenville 
is only half reported, but gives Earle a 
strong vote. Orangeburg it is expected will 
give Evans 600 majority. Sumter is expect- 
ed to come up strong for Karle, 
but thus far nothing can be obtained. 
from that county. Srartanburg- gives 
Evans 3,298 votes against 934 for Earle and 
¥l6 for Duncan. This is the biggest vote 
polled in any county. Earle is running about 
100 ahead of Evans in Williamsburg coun- 
ty. It is thus seen that there is plenty 
of room for speculation yet. 

Governor Evans is watching the returns 
closely and does not feel by any means 
that he will avoid a second race. State 
Chairman Tompkins anticipates a second 
race. It is a nip and tuck affair, however. 
Had the conservatives in Charleston, and 
particularly Columbia, voted Evans would 
have been beaten out. As it is the uncer- 
tainty is even greater than it was last 
night. Up to midnight tonight a second 
race seems positive. 

y The greatest degree of interest is being 
taken in the result all over the state. 

For superintendent of eaucation, the vote, 
subject to the same conditions as that 
surrounding the senatorial race, is 17,001 
for Mayfield against 16,971 for Robinson.

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OUTBREAK IN TURKEY 


Mobs in Constantinople Shoot Down 
the Gendarmes. 


FEARFUL RIOTING RESULTS 


Bomb Is Thrown ond Many Persons 
Are Killed. 


WARSHIPS STEAM TO THE DISTURBANCE 


City Is in the Hands of Murderers 
and Robbers and Military 
Is Powerless. 


London, August 26.—A dispatch to a lo- 
cal news agency from Constantinople says: 
Mobs are in possession of a large part of 
Constantinople tonight. Early in the after- 
noon a body of men armed with revolvers 
and bombs invaded the Ottoman bank, kill- 
ing a number of gendarmes on guard. The 
employes of the ban fled to the quarters 
occupied by the tobacco syndicate, which 
has control of the @ollection of the taxes 
on tobacco througheut the empire. 

The invaders mounted the roof of the 
building and from the open windows fired 
at the police in the street below. The po- 
lice returned the fusillade and several per- 
sons were killed amd wounded. Then the 
riot became general, Shops were sacked 
and bazaars invaded and the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed throughout certain quarters 
of Constantinople. 

A later report says that there is no doubt 
but what the movement was revolutionary 
in plan and scope; that it had its origin 
at secret meetings Of Armenians. About 
forty of the rioters Were still in possession 
of the Ottoman bank at a late hour this 
evening, despite all the efforts of the gov- 
ernment forces to remove them, Riots con- 
tinue and the mobs are constantly increas- 
ing in the Galatea quarters. 

A bomb exploded in Constantinople near 
the Galateazaral gaardhouse. Many sol- 
diers were killed and wounded. 

Her majest’s ship Driad at once 
Therapia, where she was anchored, 
proceeded to this city. It is also expected 
that the French and Italian guard ghips 
will reach Constantinople early in the morn-

Zanzibar, August 27.—Rear Admiral Har- 
ry H. Rawson, commanding the British 
cape and west African squadron, has ar- 
rived here on board his flagship, the St. 
George, accompatiled bY the torpedo cruiser 
Raccoon and fande@ %8 marines in addition 
to the force of sailors and marines landed 
by the British war vessels Philomel, 
Thrush and Sparrow yesterday. Last 
evening an ultimatum was sent to Said 
Kalid informing h!m that unless he strikes 
his flag and makes a complete surrender 
by 9 o’clock tomorrow, the palace will be 
bombarded. All of the British residents 
of the town have been requested to go ‘on 
board the warships lying in the harbor 
by 8 o’clock in the morning The force 
under control of Said Kalid numbers 2,500 
men, all well armed. The consensus of 
opinion is that the act‘on of Said Kalid 
has furnished a favorable*occasion for the 
hoisting of the British flag and the aboli- 
tion of the Arab rule and slavery. 


Queen of the Netherlands Will Wed 
Prince Bernard. 

London, August 26.—According to The 
World the betrothal of Queen Wilhelmina 
of the Netherlands to Prince Bernard of 
Saxe-Weimar will be announced in Sep- 
tember. 

Queen Wilhelmina will be sixteen years of 
age on August 3lst next and Prince Ber- 
nard was eighteen years old on April 18th 
last.

The cargo, which it is 
alleged consisted mainly of dynamite, was 
brought down the cOast from New York 
on a barge in tow of a tug and then taken 
on the Laurada from off Barnegat.

BRYAN RESTS AT ERIE 


Traveled from Syracuse, N. Y., Into 


Pennsylvania Yesterday, 


HE MADE MANY SPEECHES 


— 


Spoke Three Times to Large Audiences 
at His Last Stopping Place. 


DAY’S WORK LEFT HIM WEARIED 


His Voice Is Again Suffering Under 
the Constant Demand for 
Its Exertion. 


Syracuse, N. Y:, August 26.—After a 
pleasant trip of two hours through the 
Mohawk valley, Willianr J. Bryan reached 
Syracuse at 9:10 o’clock this morning 
from Utica. The trip was made in an or- 
dinary day coach of an accommodation 
train, and the stops were such only as 
the schedule could afford. The first stop- 
ping place was Rome, at 7:50 a. m. There 
Was a large crowd of workingmen at the 
railroad station as the train rolled in, but 
there was no noisy or wild demonstration 
like those which characterized the trip 
from Albany to Utica. Mr. and Mrs. 
ryan went out on the rear platform and 
received some cheers, Mr. Bryan was in- 
troduced as the next president of the 
United States. 

Mr. Bryan started on a brief speech, but 
the train moved off and cut hin’ short. 
Small gatherings of people greeted and 
cheered Mr. and Mrs. Bryan at each stop- 
ping place. A rather elaborate reception 
had been planned at Syracuse, into which 
entered a procession from the station to 
the Yates house, but that part of the plan 
miscarried because the band went on one 
street and Mr. Bryan's carriage took an- 
other, unattended. The remainder of the 
programme went through. After a recep- 
tion at the hotel Mr. Bryan began his ad- 
dress with the remark that, in a land like 
this, where government derived its just 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
it was well that candidates for high posi- 
tions should be permitted to come in con- 
tact with the voters; and so he thought 
it right, as it was very difficult for all the 
people to learn the necessary truths as to 
gold and silver, to visit thenr. Some of 
thir conspicuous opponents, he said, had 
declared openly and publicly that they 
were exerting themselves to keep anarchy 
and socialism from dominating in the 
United States. 

“IT want to show you, my friends,’ said 
Mr. Bryan, “that the people who are op- 
posing the canvass of the ticket nominated 
at Chicago are not doing it because they 
are afraid that anarchy will be triumphant, 
but because they know that the success of 


that ticket will overthrow those who think | 


that they are greater than the government, 
(Cheers). 

“I hurl back the charge. I say that 
those men are the great offenders against 
their country’s good; and that our war- 
fare is against them.” 

Mr. Bryan then went into an explanation 
of the money question and argued that the 


restoration of the free coinage of silver | 


would restore prosperity to the country. 
He left here for Buffalo at 12:30 o’clock 
p. m. 

Reaches City of Rochester. 

Contrary to his usual custom, Candidate 
Bryan took a drawing room car from Syra- 
cuse to Rochester on an express train 
which made only one stop—Lyons—which 
was reached at 1:25 o’clock. Five hundred 
people were at the depot. The stop was for 
a moment only, no time for speaking. 
Rochester was reached at 2:15 o’clock. A 
large crowd was at the station. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan entered a carriage 
with some of the reception committee ana 
with a big crowd marching behind the car- 
riage, proceeded to Brown Square. Ten 
thousand was the lowest figure given of 
various estimates of the number in the au- 
dience and come were as high as 15,000. 

Frederick Cook, ex-secretary of state, 
presented Mr. Bryan. Those who came to 
hear a great oratorical effort, such as they 
had been led to expect from the reputation 
that had preceded the nominee, were dis- 
appointed, for Mr. Bryan was so hoarse 
that his voice could be heard scarcely a 
hundred feet away. 

This caused large segments of people on 
the outskirts to move away and the audi- 
ence perceptibly dwindled. 

Such as could hear his vofce, however. 
Mr. Bryan kept interested for half an hour. 

Mr. Brvan left for Buffalo on the Kmpire 
State express at 3:25 o'clock p. m. As the 
train pulled out he bowed his thanks to 
those who joined in the farewell cheer from 
the rear platform. 

Bryan Enters Buffalo. 

Buffalo, N. Y., August 26.—The Empire 
State express, bearing the Bryan party, 
arrived at 4:45 o’clock p. m. A reception 
committee consisting of Norman E. Mack, 
of The Buffalo Times; Judge Titus and 
others, met Bryan at Rochester. There 
was a large crowd gathered on the plat- 
form and they gave the democratic candi- 
date a rousing cheer as he stepped from 
his car and crossed to a special train which 
was in waiting to take him to Erie, where 
he wiil speak tonight. 

He Enters Pennsylvania. 

Erie, Pa., August 26.—Mr. Bryan arrived 
at 7 o'clock this evening from Buffalo ina 
special train, furnished by his supporters 
from this city. 

The largest reception was a Dunkirk, N. 
Y. Mr. Bryan made a short speech there, 
in which he took occasion to pay high 
tr*bute to the personal integrity of Major 
McKinley. Hon. Joseph Sibley, of Erie, 
joined Mr. Bryan at Dunkirk. The recep- 
tion was cordial and it is estimated that 
2,000 people took part in it. 

There was also a big crowd gathered at 
Westfield. Mr. Bryan made a brief speech, 
which was well received. 

Three Speeches in Erie. 

Erie, Pa., August 26.—On his arrival in 
Erie tonight Mr. Bryan was faced with a 
programme calling for three more speeches 
before he could rest from the weariness 
that his day of railrvad traveling and 
speech-making had brought to him. But 
he carried out the part of the contract 
assigned him by the local committee on 
arrangements and performed his triplicate 
duty with a vigor that spoke well for his 
constitution. His reception at the railroad 
station was hearty in the extreme. Rain 
was falling when his train arrived at 7 
o'clock, but the 2,000 or more people wait- 
ing his coming stood their ground and gave 
the candidate a royal welcome. 

Accompanied by Hon. Joseph Sibley and 
other prominent democrats of Erie, Mr. 
Bryan started out at 8 o’clock to perform 
the contract which had. been Made for 
him. The three gatherings he addressed 
repaid him in their potency of their applause 
for his sacrifice of his comfort and right 
in their behalf. Schlosser’s hall was the 
scene of his first speech. It seats 2,500

Proceedings of Southern Freignt As- 
sociation at Old Point Comfort. 
Norfolk, Va., August 26.—(Special.)—The 

second day's session of the Southern 

States Freight-Association convened today 

at the Hotel Chamberlain, Old Point Com- 

fort. The tariff committee disposed of a 

quantity of routine business. 

At ll o'clock the executive board met 
to consider the important matter of cut 
rates. The debate on the subject Was 
held behind closed doors. The board ad- 
journed without taking definite action, its 
hands still being tied by Judge Simonton's 
temporary injunction, which it was con- 
fidently expected would have been dis- 
posed of hbefare the meeting of the asso- 
ciation. The board, therefore, adjourned 
to meet in New York at the call of Com- 
missioner Haines, when definite action will 
be taken. 

This meeting will be called immediately 
upon the disposal of the temporary injunc- 
tion, and if the decision of the court should 
be favorable to a continuation of the cut 
rate it is asserted upon the best authority 
that the 80 per cent cut decided on at At- 
lanta several months ago will be imme- 
diately put into effect. In this event the 
members of the association expect the 
fight to be sharp and fierce, but short. 

They regard the quickest means of end- 
ing the war the best and if the temporary 
injunction should fall the association will 
proceed upon this principle.

The Contest Regarded as Close and the 
Result Cannot Be Predicted with 
Any Degree of Safety, Say 
the Best Posted Politi- 
cal Observers. 


Today ends the exciting contest: for city

For twelve hours the war of ballots will 
be waged and tonight will tell who the 
victors are. So complicated is the situa- 
tion that a prediction is worthless, even

servers. 

The contest has been waged for four 
weeks and it has been a vigorous cam- 
paign. The candidates have fought every 
inch of the ground and will make their last 
stand today. 

The scenes about the polls today will 
probably eclipse those of recent years in 
interest and excitement. It is predicted 
that the number of workers will be in ex- 
cess of any seen at the polls in a long time 
and that the rivalry will be more intense. 

The ballots will be handed in to the mane 
agers in large numbers. It is said that the 
percentage of voters will be large in come 
parison with the registration. It is be 
lieved that five-sixths of the total number 
of voters registered will cast their ballots. 
And aside from the registered voters there 
will be many who will secure registrar's 
certificates, which will permit the casting 
of their ballots. The workers at the polis 
will scan the voters and it is probable that 
many challenges will be made. 

Will Be Hard To Count. 

' The voting places, managers and rules 
of the primary are given elsewhere. The 
voting will cease at 7 o’clock and the count 
will then begin, continuing until the last 
ballot has been counted. It will be at a 
late hour when the count is finished, but 
the complete returns will ve given in The 
Constitution tomorrow. The counting will 
be difficult on account of the many kinds of 
ballots and tickets in use and the large 
number of candidates. The tickets vary 
in form and the work of the managers and 
clerks in assorting them and counting the 
votes will be intricate. 

The managers and clerks and the voters 
have been fully instructed and the city ex- 
ecutive committee members believe that 
the election will be brought off without se- 
rious trouble. Members of the committee 
will be about the polls all day and every 
effort will be made to guarantee quiet at 
the voting places. [xtra policemen will be 
stationed in the vicinity of the polls and 
they will endeavor to maintain good order. 

Sixth Will Vote Heavily. 

The heaviest registration is in the sixth 
ward. That ward always polls the largest 
number of votes and today will be no ex- 
ception to the rule. The registration in the 
sixth exceeds that of the June county pri- 
mary by more than hundred names, 
The same is true in other wards, the June 
list being smaller in each ward. The battle 
ground of today’s election will be in the 
third, fifth and second wards. Of course 
every polling place will be alive with work- 
ers, but the voters of those wards men- 
tioned will probably experience greater 
difficulty in casting thetr ballots. The 
workers will not turn many votes in this 
election, however, according to the old- 
timers. 

The average citizen has already made up 
his mind as to how he will cast his ballot 
today and it is predicted that the vest 
pocket vote will be unusually heavy. The 
voters will prepare their before 
reaching the polls and unless the signs fail 
they will tn most cases cast them without 
arguing the maiter with the workers 
around the precincts. An old political ob- 
server said yesterday that ne would not 
care a@ snap for workers in this election 
except to hand out tickets when requested 
by the voterr.

to the Grave. 


ESTABLISHMENT IS BANKRUPT 


Hilton Hughes & Co. Make a General 


Assignment. 


CARRIED LARGE ACCOUNTS FOR A YEAR 


Firms Could Not Realize on the Bills 
Receivable and Goes to the Wall. 
Employes All Out of Work. 


New York, Aucust %.—Hilton, Hughes & 
Co., the dry goods firm, assigned today. 

The following notice, posted on the doors 
of the large building at Broadway, Ninth 
and Tenth streets, occupied by 
Hughes & Co., attracted large crowds on 
their way to business early this forenoon: 

“Hilton, Hughes & Co. have discontinued 
business and made a general assignment, 
without preference, to George M. Wright. 

“All employes are notified that their ser- 
vices are no longer required ana that they 
will be paid in full today, and including 
this day. 

“The store will remain closed until fur- 
ther notice. If the services of any employes 
are heeded by the assignee they will be lo- 
tified. HILTQN HUGHES & CO., 

“August 26th. Per George M. Wright.” 

The business of the firm was established 
by the late A. T. Stewart, in 1823. Some 
time after Stewart's death, in 1876, the firm 
nene was changed to FE. J. Denning & 
Co., and so continued until five years ago. 
Upon Denning’s death at that time it again 
changed, ex-Judge Hilton becoming the 
Senior partner, the business being contin- 
ued under the present firm name. The 
failure is very heavy and the Habilities and 
assets will run into millions. Every cred- 
itor, it is stated, will be paid in full. 

The immediate cause of the failure is 
stated to be the fact that the firm carried 
on its books over $1,000,000 worth of what 
a@re considered high-class accounts. These 
creditors are well-to-do up-town peopla, 
who make it a point of setiling their bills 
but once a vear. Recent pressure upon 
Hilton, Hushes & Co. and their inaopility 
to realize from outstandirg accounts pre- 
Cipitated a crisis. 

The liabilities are estimated all the way 
from one million to one million and a half 
dollars. In March last the firm, according 
to Bradstreet's, claimed assets of $3,363,000, 
and liabilities of $1,230,000, leaving net as- 
Bets of $2,133,000, 

George M. Wright, assignee, made 
following statement this afternoon: 

“Parties in interest became satisfied that 
the business was not making a profit. It 
Was, therefore, determined to close it up. 
It was at first supposed that this could be 
done by an ordinary closing out sale, with- 
out any general assignment. With this 
end in view, J. M. Hilton within the last 
month advanced $250,000 to the firm to pay 
On account of merchandise claims. He has 
during the last few years advanced very 
large sums. He would have been willing 
to advance enough to pay all the unsecured 
claims, but in the present monetary strin- 
gency it was more than inconvenient to 
raise that amount at once, though the sum 
is not large—less than $600,000. The exist- 
ing difficulties every merchant and banker 
knows. ~ 

“As claims were pressing, there seemed 
to be no otter way to close the business 
with equal justice to all creditors and pre- 
Serve the property from sacrifice, but a 
general assignment without preferences. 

“It is believed that all the merchandise 
and general debts can be paid in full out of 
the sale of the stock and the collection of 
the outstanding accounts. The bank paper 
is secured and will, of course, all be paid. 

“Negotiations are pending for the sale of 
the whole stock, which, if carried through, 
will result in a settlement of the debts in 
@ very shcrt time.”

KNIFE BLADE DRIVEN TO HILT 


Justice Challenges a Man at the Bal- 
lot Box. 


BAD BLOOD HAD EXISTED FOR SOME TIME 


Wounds Cause Death and the Slayer 
(Makes Good His Escape—Only 
One Man Tried To Stop Him. 


Valdosta, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)—The 
democratic primary for county officers and 
a candidate for the legislature held here 
today was the most interesting contest of 
the kind ever held in the county. 

There were numerous candidates for all 
the offices, and the rivalry between them 
and their friends was lively throughout, 
but the best of humor prevailed at ail the 
precinets except at Lower Fork, three 
miles from Hahira, where one of the 
managers was stabbed to death by his 


nephew. 

The killing is said to have been the 
result of an old feud which was renewed 
when the maneger, Justice Sam Hodges, 
challenged the vote of “Plimp” Hodge. 
The younger Hodge and his uncle were 
at variance in political as well as other 
matters, and when the election manager 
challenged the vote of his nephew the 
latter was so incensed thi™-he cursed the 
justice, using an approbrious epithet, which 
the justice returned. The nephew pulled 
his knife at this and began stabbing the 
electfon manager, driving the blade to the 
hilt in both sides of his heart. 

Sam Hodge died in a few minutes and 
the nephew walked off through the crowd 

Only one man in the crowd showed a 
‘willingness to try and arrest him and he 
backed down when the others failed to 
join him. 

Both men have familjes and are promi- 
nent citizens of the county. 

The news of the killing was telegraphed 
to this city and the chief of police and 
two of the sheriff's deputies went up to 
the scene of the killing. It is thought 
the murderer will give himself up, though 
the feeling is bitter against him, and 
those who came from that section this 
evening pronounced the killing as willful 
murder, 

The two men were reared in the same 
family and were as brothers until a diffi- 
culty arose between them several months 
ago.

Edmunds 
gave the A. P. A. Knock on the door, and 
the iron bars, tables and desks with which 
it had been barricaded to keep out the 
sheriff and his force, were removed. 

As soon as the door_was opened the sher- 
iff and his men made a rush for it, and af- 
ter a fierce fist fight. forced themselves 
into the aldermen’s chamber. The sheriff 
cited the aldermen to appear before Judge 
Toney to show cause why they should not 
be punished for contempt of court. The 
aldermen then adjourned. 

None of the deposed board of safety mem- 
bers were in evidence. Their offices on the 
second floor of the city hall were dark, 
but inside was a squad of police instructed 
to deny admittance to all intruders, includ- 
ing the new board.

Columbus, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
“We just saddled it on him anyhow,” 
spoke one of Muscogec’s delegates, who at- 
tended the populist congressional conven- 
tion at Warm Springs yesterday, referring 
to the nomination for congressman of Colo- 
nel Carey J. Thornton, of this city. Two 
years ago Colonel Thorton ran for con- 
gress in this district onthe populist tick- 
et and was defeated by the democratic nom- 
inee, Mr. Moses, by 2,000 ballots. The gen- 
ial colonel has not entirely forgotten the 
defeat he r@gceived on that occasion, and 
showed no very enthusiastic eagerness to 
secure the nomination again this time.

At the 
convention, however, Colonel Thornton’s 
friends finally put his name in nomination 
anyhow after unsuccessful efforts had been 
made to dispose of the nomination other- 
wise. 

Colonel Thornton has not yet officially 
announced whether or not he will accept 
the nomination. He was seen by your cor- 
respondent this afternoon, but would not 
talk, as he has not yet been officially noti- 
fied of the nomination. 

Considerable surprise was expressed in 
the city last night when it became known 
that Hon. Henry R. Harris, of Meriwether, 
had been tendered the nomination at the 
convention yesterday. Colonel Harris de- 
clined the honor, however. Colonel Harris, 
as a democrat, represented this district 
in congress two terms several years ago, 
and is one of the most prominent men in 
the district. His son, Mr. Albert Y. Har- 
ris, is a prominent populist, and the artful 
populists of the fourth thought that maybe 
he could get his father to accept the nom- 
ination. 

During’ the convention Mr. Albert Y. Har- 
ris himself was tendered the nomination, 
but declined on account of illness in his 
family. There was not that enthusiastic 
desire for the nomination among.the can- 
didates as was evinced at the democratic 
gathering last week. But there is a very 
material difference in the two honors, it 
must be remembered. One means a seat 
in congress and the other, the populist 
nomination, means a hard fight and no 
spoils.

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The Moral Aspect of Bimetallism. 
The Springtield Republican is for the 
gold standard, if we cannot have “in- 
ternational bimetallism.” This is also 
the position of the party that has in- 
dorsed the candidate of the Hanna syn- 

dicate. 

But The Republican—which is not an 
organ, by the by,. but:a candid and fair 
newspaper—and the orgaus of the Hlanna 
party, both declare in effect that to in- 
troduce silver as a part of the money 
of final payment would be a dishonest 
proceeding, calculated to rob the cred- 
itor class by reducing the purchasing 
power of the dollar. The Republican 
Says that the money issue revolves 
around “the question of honor and hon- 
esty involved in the settlement of our 
foreign obligations.” 

It is just at this point that the effect 
of “international bimetallism’ assumes 
a haziness that we should like to see 
cleared away. What will be the course 
of general prices when “international 
‘bimetallism” (by the kind permission of 
our foreign creditors) has been establish- 
ed? The Republican must perceive That 
the money issue is, at bottom, a question 
of general prices. This must be so in 
the nature of things. When the gold 
men talk about a “S3-cent dollar’ (a 
contradiction in terms) they mean noth- 
ing if they do not mean a dollar that 
will buy a little more than half as much 
of the staple commodities as the dollar 
will buy today. They mean also, with- 
out intending it, a dollar that will com- 
mand the same quantity of goods that 
a gold dollar would buy in 187°. 

In view of these elemental facts, we 
ask The Republican how international 
bimetallism can bring the producers and 
business men of this country any relief 
| whatever if it fails to raise prices? If 
. prices are not raised by it, the producers 
of this country will have no more money 
to spend in trade under international bi- 
metallism than they now have to spend 
under the gold standard. On the other 
hand, if prices are raised, will not that 
‘involve the very question of honor and 
honesty in the settlement of our foreign 
obligations that now seems to pester our 
Springfield contemporary? From The 
Republican’s standpoint, would it be any 
less dishonest to “depreciate” the dollar 
by means of: an international agree- 
ment and thus “rob” our foreign credi- 
tors, than it would be to “cheat” them 
Dy independent action? Are thieves less 
dishonest when they go in droves? 

Let it be understood that we are dis- 
cussing this matter from the standpoint 
of The Springfield Republican, which, 
while it does not agree with the Hanna 
party on all the issues, agrees with it on 
the money question. We approach it as 
a seeker after information in regard to 
a delicate point of morality that we have 
not yet seen raised. 

Perhaps our contemporary will say 
that the result of international bimetal- 
lism: will be to raise prices only a little 
higher than they now are—but that does 
not affect the morality of the affair. 
If general prices are raised ever so little, 
the dollar is depreciated in just that 
proportion; we have “robbed” our for- 
eign creditors of just that much. It is 
as dishonest to filch a nickel as it is 
to steal a hundred dollars. What, then, 

is to be the upshot of international bi- 
metallism? If the movement for the 
restoration of silver involves the “repu- 
diation” of our obligations, will repudia- 
tion come to be honest if we ean in- 
veigle our foreign creditors into a 
scheme that will enable us to rob them 
of a part of their just dues? We should 
be glad to have these subtle and far- 
reaching questions settled by our es- 
teemed contemporary. 

On the other hand, if general prices 
are on a just and honest basis, what is 


' honor and honesty. 


ver was a crime that has worked the 
most direful results. Right in its own 
vicinity The Republican can perceive 
some of these results. We contend that 
the result of no crime, no matter what, 
can be taken as a gauge and measure of 
If international bi- 
metallism is honest and just, indepen- 


‘dent action is honest and just. The de- 


preciation of the dollar by ever so little 
or ever 80 much is just as hon- 
est by one process as it is by the other. 

If The Springfield Republican, which, 
as we have said, is a fair, a candid and 
an independent newspaper, disagrees 
with us on these points, we should like 
to have its reasons, 


— 
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Ex-Governor. Francis, of Missouri. 

Undoubtedly ex-Governor [Irancis, of 
Missouri, the newly-appointed secre- 
tary of the interior, is a ntan of fine 
sense; and, though he: has but a few 
months in which to discharge the duties 
of his position, he will doubtless acquit 
himself in a satisfactory manner. 

But while his qualifications for the 
office, considered merely in the light 
of intellectual capacity, are beyond ques- 
tion, the same favorable judgment can- 
not be passed upon his democracy. 

Instead of proving his democratic 
fidelity by accepting the platform adopt- 
ed at Chicago, and doing all in his 
power to insure the success of the ticket, 
he has preferred to cast his lot with 
the bolters. In doing this he has for- 
feited whatever right he may have had 
to call himself a democrat. No man 
who deliberately refuses to accept the 
platform which the delegates of his 
party in conventign lawfully assembled 
have adopted has any right to call him- 
self a democrat. In the ranks of. those 
who have rejected the party principles 
but who still retain the name, ex-Gov- 
ernor Francis has figured since the ac- 
tion of the Chicago convention. 

His repudiation of the platform, how- 
ever, though it plainly revealed the fact 
that his democracy was lacking, never- 
theless obtained for him the patronizing 
caress of the administration, together 
with the handsome token of presidential 
favor which he was only too eager to 
accept. 

In tendering the portfolio of the in- 
terior department to such an avowed 
gold man as ex-Governor Francis, Mr. 
Cleveland has virtually announced his 
intention to bolt the democratic ticket 
and part company with the men who 
have honored him for the last quarter of 
a century. 

On the other hand, ex-Governor Iran- 


cis, in accepting the portfolio and plac- 


ing himself in a hostile attitulle toward 
the democratic ticket, has acted in a 
manner which is not only ill-becoming, 
but inconsistent with his own past 
record. 

To prove this proposition is almost as 
easy as to state it. Last January, when 
a delegation of democrats appeared be- 
fore the national committee in Washing- 
ton and urged upon the members of that 
committee the advisability of holding 
the convention in St. Louis, ex-Governor 
Francis was one.of that number. Rep- 
resenting the democrats of St. Louis, 
he declared in a most fervent speech 
that if the convention met in that city, 
the platform adopted, whatever it might 
contain, would be loyally supported by 
St. Louis democrats, 

“In the citizenship of St. Louis,” said 
he, “are combined the characteristics of 
the puritan and the cavalier, and there, 
we flatter ourselves, is the true type of 
American citizenship. We want you to 
come to that kind of a community, and 
we say to you—I believe it sincerely— 
that the platform you will there adopt 
and the nominations you will make will 
meet with more enthusiastic support 
than the platform adopted or candidates 
chosen in any other city in this coun- 
try.” 

What did ex-Governor Francis mean 
when he made this statement? In rep- 
resenting the loyal democrats of St. 
Louis, did he only represent himself? 
Surely had the democrats met in St 
Louis they would have adopted exactly 
the same platform which they adopted 
in Chicago, and if ex-Governor Francis 
would have considered himself bound 
by its action had it met in St. Louis, as 
a loyal democrat he is no less morally 
bound by its action in Chicago. 

But he is not, and so the matter is 
settled. Regardless of the pattern which 
ex-Governor Iraneis has set, however, 
the democrats of St. Louis will rally 
about the standard bearers of the party 
and their support will be just as spon- 
taneous and enthusiastic.as if the con- 
vention had met in that citv. As secre- 
tary of the interior, ex-Governor I ran- 
cis will hardly derive enough satisfac- 
tion from his “little brief authority” to 
requite him for the principles and the 
friends he has sacrificed. 
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Rubuked for His Presumption. 

Several days ago Hon. Sterling Elliott, 
of Boston, Mass., the president of the 
League of American Wheelmen, publish- 
ed in the official organ’ of the leage a 
most abusive article, condemning the 
free coinage agitation and using the 
prestige of his position to promote the 
cause of the single gold standard. 

As a sequel to this bold rushing into 
print, the ambitious president of the 
league may forfeit his official head. In 
the south and west, and even in his own 
immediate section, the publication of 
the article in question has aroused se- 
vere criticism. One of the fundamental 


Naturally, the man who occupies the 
chief seat in such a powerful organi- 
zation as this and who js supposed, 
whenever he says anything, to represent 
2 000,000 wheelmen back of him, wields 
a strong influence. An article from his 
pen, therfore, in the official organ of the 
league, on the money question, 1s cal- 
culated to work harm. In the first place, 
it may possibly influence a large number 
of wavering members whose respect 
for the chief officer of the league is 
of such a character that any position 
which he takes is likely to determine 
what their own attitude shall be in the 
campaign. In the second place, it pre- 
sents to the world the spectacle of an 
organization apparently united in op- 
position to free coinage, when, as a 
matter of fact, a majority of its mem- 
bers are in favor of free coinage. 

Such being the effect of the article 
published in The League Bulletin, no 
wonder the members of the organiza- 
tion have risen up in arms. Nor is it 
amazing that hundreds who agree with 
the president of the league should be 
equally swift to condemn him for bring- 
ing the league into politics. 

At a meeting of the Utah division of 
the League of American Wheelmen, held 
a few days ago, the following resolu- 
tions of censure were adopted: 


Resolved, That we, the members of 
the Utah division, League of American 
‘Wheelmen, reaffirm our allegiance to 
the national board and pledge ourselves 
to do our utmost to protect the good 
name and enforce the laws governing 
the League of American Wheelmen,; 
that 

Whereas, In the issue of the League 
of American Wheelmen Bulletin, dated 
August 14, 1896, Sterling Elliott, the pres- 
ident of the league, had therein an ar- 
gument on the financial question in dl- 
rect violation of the laws of our 49rder, 
which preclude political or religious ar- 
gument, or dictatorship, which he as 
president is in duty bound to sustain; 
and 

Whereas, Said Bulletin is the official 
organ of said league and is intended for 
the sole and only purpose of furthering 
the interests of “wheelmen throughout 
our land; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we protest against any 
Officer in his official capacity attempting 
to further or promote the interests of 
any political party whatsoever, through 
the official organ of our organization, or 
otherwise, as such efforts pertain to the 
improvement of public highways; and, 
furthermore, be it 

Resolved, That we request that any of- 
cer acting outside of the scope of his 
authority in direct violation of the laws 
governing the national body, shall be 
reprimanded or his resignation demand- 
ed; and, be it 

tesolved, While the Utah division may 
be composed of advocates of both stand- 
ards, we indorse the following reply and 
make it a part of these resolutions. 

Appended to these resolutions and in- 
corporated as a part of the committee’s 
reports is a vigorous answer, intended to 
show the fallacious position taken by 
the president in his article rather than 
to influence the votes of wheelmen. 

In the publication of his abusive arti- 
cle, President Elliott not only misrep- 
resents the sentiment entertained by a 
majority of the league men, but he in- 
curs the liability of losing his position on 
account of having. violated one of the 
most essential principles of the league. 
Such presumption should be treated 
with that severity which its atrocious 
character demands. 
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Hanna as a “Bimetallist.” 

And now the managers of the political 
branch of the gold syndicate, journeying 
to the east in search of money where- 
with to swell the Melkinley corrup- 
tion fund have stoped long enough in 
SJoston to seize the wise men of that 
city by their ears and inform them that 
matters are in such bad shape for the 
republicans that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to throw some sort of a sop to 
western farmers and workingmen. 

The truth is, Mr. Hanna, representing 
the interests of both the millionaire man- 
ufacturers and the international gold 
syndicate, has had his eyes opened by 
the progress of the campaign. When 
McKinley’s nomination was first bought 
by Hanna and his syndicate, the able 
manager announced to all who came 
near him that the issue of the campaign 
would be the tariff. Mr. McKinley, fol- 
lowing instructions, has tried hard to 
make it so. In the perfunctory speeches 
that he has delivered from his front 
porch he has made as many allusions 
to the tariff as there are holes in a 
sifter. He has procéeded on the theory— 
and a very queer theory it is—that, in 
order to bring prosperity to the peo- 
ple, we have only to put up prices by 
means of a high tariff. 

But all to po purpose. The people 
and the press have gone on ignoring the 
tariff issue and discussing the money 
question until, at one time, it seemed 
likely that everybody would forget that 
McKinley was acandidate, Being some 
thing of a shrewd man, and having the 
fortunes of the international gold syn- 
dicate on his shoulders, Hanna has 
deemed it prudent to change his tactics 
somewhat. He now says that it will not 
be necessary to dwell on the tariff issue, 
and the reason he gives is most peculiar. 
He says that, “in a sense,” that issue 
has already been fought out. And so it 
has. In 1890 and in [f892, the people of 
the country made some ominous re- 
marks at the polls about the McKinley 
tariff and condemned it, and, as Mr. 
Hanna says, the people understand pre- 
cisely the sort of protection that Me- 
Kinley represents, 

And yet, although he has dropped the 
tariff from his portentous list of issues, 
Mr. Hanna will not consent that the 
money question shall be the sole issue. 


favor of maintaining the gold Standard 
until foreign monarchies take pity on 
our producers and come to their rescue 
by agreeing to pay them higher prices 
for their wheat and cotton, their corn, 
their oats, and their food products. 

We think—in fact we know—that the 
western and southern farmers are too 
intelligent to ‘believe that any combina- 
tion of foreign monarchies is likely to 
come forward and arrange to pay them 
more profitable prices for their products, 
We believe that the producers of this 
country are patriotic enough to feel that 
if we are ever to have international bi- 
metallism, this powerful republic must 
take the Initiative, restore silver and 
force England, Germany and Austria to 
follow suit, 

“There is no doubt in my mind,” says 
the unctuous Hanna, “that the tenden- 
ey of contemporaneous opinion is in 
favor of bimetallism.” This is intended 
as a sop to the western farmers, but it 
is so-true that McKinley, who stands 
for the gold standard unless foreign 
monarchies kindly come to our rescue— 
of which there is ‘not the slightest hope 
or probability—will be snowed under by 
the votes of the American people next 
November. 
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A Memorial of Irving. 

To the genius of Washington Irving, 
American literature is indebted for 
some of its delightful and enduring spec- 
imens. 

As one of the first writers on this 
side of the Atlantic to break the ice 
of English prejudice and secure for his 
talents the recognition of foreign crit- 
ics, Irving enjoyed the satisfaction of 
addressing himself to a ee of ad- 
miring readers in both hemhapheres. 

Ilis “Sketch Book” is as much a clas- 
sic on the other side of the water as 
it is on this, and there is scarcely a 
child in England who is not familiar 
with the legends of “Sleepy Hollow” 
and “Rip Van Winkle.”

Colonel Howell’s Platform. 

In speaking Colonel Howeil reiterated and

To the People of Atlanta: In announc- 
ing myself as a candidate for mayor of 
Atlanta at the election to be held in 
December next, I do so subject to the 
action of the city primary August 27th.

1. If elected mayor of Atlanta it is my 
purpose to harmonize, as much as pos- 
sible, all factions in the city govern- 
ment; to unite the people in one com- 
mon purpose, amd to promote the mate- 
rial prosperity of our city. it is my de- 
sire to see the people of Atlanta as they 
once were, ali united and pulling to-_ 
gether for the common good. 

2.1 am in favor of a_ reduction of 
taxes, if it can be done without jeopard- 
izing the progress of our city. | am com- 
mitted to this to the present members 
of the finance committee. The policy of_ 

ucing taxes Was agreed upon at the 
beginning of Mayor King’s adm.nistra- 
tion, and would have been carried out 
but for the large demands made upon 
the city treasury by the exposition com-_ 
pany and other important and neces- 
gary work which had to be done. 

3. I shall advocate a reasonable 
amount of internal improvements, such 
as laying sewer and water pipe and 
street improvements. Many ot our 
streets remote from the center of the 
city have been sadly neglected. I think 
a liberal appropriation should be made 
to put them in good coadition; squads 
should be organized and put to work in 
each ward for that purpose. Our water 
system should be perfected by laying 
larger mains in the business portions 
of the city, and extending smaller mains 
where sewers have been laid, and espe- 
cially in the western portion of the city.

5. I shall resist an attempt on the 
part of any company or corporation to 
unload its holdings on the city, or to 
form any copartnership with her. 

6. I shall see to the enforcement of all 
laws and ordinances of the city, and up- 
hold the dignity and reputation of At- 
lanta and her people. 

7. I shall advocate the election of all 
public officials of the city by the peo- 
ple. 

In conclusion I shall devote all the 
time that is necessary to the office and 
See that the affairs of the city are being 
properly and economically administered.

TOM COBB AN INDEPENDENT 


Says That Colonel Peek Has Acted in | 


Bad Faith with Him, 


CONVENTION WILL BE CALLED TODAY 


Delegates Will Support the Man from 
Conyers and Will Turn Down 
Mr. Cobb. 


The populist convention of the fifth con- 
gressional district will be held in At- 
lanta today. 

There will be no struggle. It is possible 
that the name of Mr. T. R. R. Cobb will 
be presented, but Colonel W. L. Peek, of 
Rockdale, will win in a walk and will be 
nominated by acclamation. 

Mr. Cobb states that he will make the 
race as an independent if the populists do 
not indorse him. 

The man from Conyers game up last 
night. He was the first on the field and 
will meet the different delegations, as they 
arrive today. Up to this time there has 
been serious doubt as to the candidacy of 
Colonel Peek. It was stated that he did 
not desire the nomination and would not 
make the race. 

Colonel Peek was seen last night in his 
room at the Jackson. He was in good 
humor and talked generally of the pros- 
pects of his party in the state. 

“T am a candidate,’’ he said, “and will 
accept the nomination if it is offered to 
me,’’

This positive statement from Colonel 
Peek lays at rest all doubts of those who 
urged that he would not be a candidate. 
It was said that Mr. Cobb had announced 
with the idea of being indorsed by the pop- 
ulists and that he expected to base his race 
upon the nomination of that party. 

It is said that the delegates were under 
a quasi-pledge to support Mr. Cobb in 
case Colonel Peek did not care for the nom- 
ination.

What Mr. Cobb Says. 
Mr. Cobb was seen last night and in- 
formed of Mr. Peek’s intention to make 


the race. 

‘T am very much surprised,” 
“that Mr. Peek should so decide, because 
I saw him at Covington last week and in- 
formed him that I was in the race, but 
would not continue if he announced. He 
informed me that he had not decided, but 
would let me know early this week wheth- 
er he would be in the race or not. He has 
not done so, and I have the information 
through you now for the first time. I 
don’t think that Mr. Peek has treated me 
fairly and I shall make the race as an in- 
dependent whether I receive the indorse- 
ment of the populist convention or not.” 

This was all Mr. Cobb would say con- 
cerning the candidacy of Colonel Peek. 
His tone suggested that he thought Colo- 
nel Peek had acted in bad faith.

NO CUT IN THE RATE 


Increased Expenditures Prevent a Lower 
County Rate. 


WHAT THE COURTS HAVE COST 


All Departments Have Been in Excess 
of the Appropriations. 


$90,000 YET NEEDED FOR THE NEW JAIL | 


Commissioner Forrest Adair Talks In- 
terestingly Upon the Increased 
Pay Rolls of the County. 


The county tax rate which ts to be an- 
nounced by the commissioners as soon as 
the state levy is made public will probaly 
be the same as it has been this year. 

On account of the increased expenses of 
the various county departments this rate 
will not be lowered, as has been hoped for 
by the board of county commissioners. 

The superior court has cos the county 
nearly $9,000 more than for previous years. 

Notwithstanding the fact that both di- 
visions of the city court have not been con- 
tinuous session, the appropriation made 
by the commissioners for the year has been 
exceeded by Gbout $1,000. 

Other departments have caused an in- 
creased expeniture and the county pay- 
rolls have run higher than was anticipated 
at the beginning of the year. 

In addition to this increased expense ac- 
counts jn nearly all of the departments, the 
county is short more than $700,000 in taxa- 
ble property returned by the property own- 
ers. There is also an amount to be raised 
for the completion of the new jail fund and 
other items to be prepared for, and the 
lower rate will probably have to pass over 
until next year. 

The cost of maintaining the paupers has 
also been heavier this year than ever be- 
fore, and the appropriations made for the 
different chariteble institutions are steadi- 
ly increasing each year. 

In order to complete the new jail fund it 
is necessary to raise about $90,000 from this 
year’s taxes,-and this item, in addition to 
other proposed improvements that are ab- 
solutely necessary, will give the commis- 
sioners no margin from which to make a 
cut in the general tax levy. 

Had Hoped for a Reduction. 

In speaking of the county tax rate for 
1896, Commissioner Forrest Adair said yes- 
terday that he did not believe a cut could 
be made in the rate this year. 

“It has been the earnest desire of all of 
the commissioners,’ said Mr. Adair, “to 
give Fulton county a lower rate for 18%, 
than was necessary in 1895. The increase 
from 90 cents to $810 in 1895 was necessary 
because of the fact that we had to raise 
about one-half of what was necessary to 
build a new jail, and in addition to this, a 
deficit of nearly $100,000, which had been 
brought from year to year by the former 
commissioners, had to be wiped out. It 
had been the custom of the commissioners 
to carry a debt over from year to year by 
making temporary loans during the sum- 
mer from the banks, upon which the 
county paid a large rate of interest. This 
indebtedness has been entirely extinguished 
and the county does not owe a collar now 
and has on hand $85,000 to be appropriated 
toward the erection of the new jail, which 
it is estimated will cost 3175,000, muhing it 
necessary to raise only $90,000 for that pur- 
pose out of this year’s taxes. 

“Knowing this and not realizing that 
there has been no increase in any other 
channels of disbursement, the commis- 
sioners had hoped to make a reduction, £0 
that the state and county tax would not 
aggregate more than $1 or $1.95 at the 
greatest. 

“In October last we inaugurated a sys- 
tem of bookkeeping and have opened up a 
most perfect set of books from whicn any 
tax payer can very readily ascertain any 
expenditure of the county's money, item- 
ized in the minutest detail. 

“Anticipating the tax levy, { have had 
Clerk Kontz make me a detailed state- 
ment of the county’s disbursements for the 
fiscal year, 1895, so that I would be uble to 
make a calculation of amounts necessary 
for 1896, and the increase in the cost in 
maintaining the courts and other branches 
of the county’s government over which the 
commissioners have no.control somewhat 
surprised me. 

Some Items of Expense. 

“For instance, prior to 1895, it had never 
cost more than $30,000 to maintain the two 
branches of the superior court, while. for 
1895 it has reached $38,796. The 1895 tax levy 
provided only $31,000 for these court3. and 
this leaves us with a deficit of over f8,(00, 
which will have to be made up from the 
incidental or contingent fund. 

‘Heretofore it has only cost about $24,000 
to keep up both branches of the city court, 
and in 1895 over $25,000 has been expended, 
notwithstanding the fact that Judge Reid, 
on account of illness, held no court for 
nearly four months, and Judge Berry did 
not dispose of any civil business for quite 
as long a period. From this it is very 
reasonable to suppose that the two courts 
will cost considerably more than $25,009 
during the next twelve months. 

“The cost of sustaining the almshouse 
and paupers has been greater than ever 
before and the almshouse now contains its 
usual number of inmates and the appro- 
priation which the eounty makes to the 
Home of the Friendless, the Woolf home 
and the Carrie Steele orphanage is con- 
stantly increasing by reason of the fact 
that the number of inmates grows larger 
and larger each month. 

‘During the year 1895 the public works 
and roads and bridge departments were 
most economically administered and we 
have had no extraordinary or unusal ex-

expenditure is contemplated !n any depart- 
ment for 1896, and yet after a most c1re- 
ful study of the situation from the hooks 
of the county it seems that it will he an 
utter impossibility to make any reduction 
in the tax rate for this year. 

“It will not be legal to put of? any part 
of the jail tax until 1897, for the reason 
that we cannot lawfully execute a -on- 
tract for the jail unless every doilar nec- 
esSary to complete it is either in the treas- 
ury or levied for. 

“I think that the increase in tii ccst cf 
maintaining the courts and other branches 
of the county government is probably laurge- 
ly due to our constant growth in  popu- 
lation and the natural increase in litiga- 
tion incident thereto.’’ 


NOT SO WARM HERE. 


Eome Places Where the Weather Is 
Hot Sure Enough. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

The highest temperatures of the world 
occur over the Desert of Sahara, plains of 
India, in the interior of Australia, in the 
valleys of Gila and southern Colorado and 
over the southeastern portion of Lower 
California. It is very common in these 
places for the temperature to exceed 120 
degrees, and the intensity of heat has sent 
the mercury up as high as 130. These latter 
readings, however, have been rare. 

The hot, dry southeast winds from the 
Sahara and other deserts in Africa aug- 
ment the intense heat suffered by Algiers, 
Morocco and other African coast countries. 
When they reach Sicily and Italy and other 
coast countries the air has gathered a hot 
moisture extremely offensive. Its influence 
causes a temperature ranging from 110 de- 
grees to 130 degrees—the latter rarely. 

In Algeria, at Ouargia, on the northern 
edge of Sahara desert, July 17, 1879, the 
maximum temperature was 127.4 degrees in 
the shade; in July, 1892, it was reported 
131.2 degrees. This was the highest register 
ever made by a correct thermometer. At 
other places in Algeria the maximums 
have reached 125 and 126 degrees in 1879, 
1880 and 1881. The temperature of 120 degrees 
is common to Algeria. For the ten years; 
1878-1888, its normal temperature was 9% 
degrees to 98 degrees. 

According to the incomplete official 
weather records of India, the maximum 
temperature was 126 degrees in the shade 
at Sealkat and Dera Ismael Khon in 1881. 
Other reports from individuals have given 
India credit with a maximum of 130 degrees 
in the shade. 

Central Australia has a reported maxi- 
mum of 131 degrees in the shade, that oc- 
curred in the ’70’s. This record, however, 
has never been repeated. It stands out as 
the hottest recorded period in the world’s 
history. It was caused by hot, dry winds 
from the coast. 

While European and continental countries 
in higher latitudes have suffered from time 
to time with high temperatures, the max- 
imums have not been of sufficient import- 
ance to be classed as remarkable. 

The hottest place in the United States is 
found in the Colorado desert, which extends 
into the southeastern part of Lower Cali- 
fornia. It is ealled Death’s Valley. Ir 1893 
the only official record ever made of the 
temperature there by the weather depart- 
ment showed a maximum of 130 degrees, 
which rivals in intensity that of Algeria. 
India and Australia. Death's Valley is con- 
siderably below the sea level. It lies be- 
tween Penamint and Funeral mountains, 
with an altitude of 7,000 feet. In 1893 the 
government sent a corps of engineers and 
meteorologists there to make scientific in- 
vestigations. While there they established 
a weather station and kept a reeord of the 
temperature. The station was not main- 
tained. No vegetation grows in Death's 
Valley. Snakes and horned frogs predomi- 
nate. Death’s Valley is a borax producing 
place. 

In the Colorado desert further south, and 
down in the Gila valley the temperature 


has attained a maximum of 128 degrees. 


Mammoth Tank, Cal., a station on the 
Southern Pacific railroad, was credited 
with this record in July, 1887. Valcoro 
Springs, in the same vicinity, enjoys the 
distinction of 124 degrees in August, 1892. 
Hombolt and Fort Miller, Colo., made a 
record of 122 degrees in the same year and 
month. These places, as well as others in 
the Rio Grande valley, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and Idaho, never have a summer with- 
out temperatures ranging from 110 to 120 
degrees. Among some of the highest read- 
ings are these: Fort Mojave, Ariz., 120 de- 
grees, August, 1892; Fort McRae, N. M., 
June, 1873, and Fort Boise, Idaho, 120 de- 
grees; Fort McDowell and Phoenix, Ariz., 
June, 1883, 119 degrees; Yuma, Cal., July, 
1892, 121 degrees. 

Kansas, South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Texas have suffered from the sweltering 
heat of high temperatures. August 4, 1892, 
at Lakin, Kan., the thermometer registered 
111 degrees; Hotch City, 8. D., August 16, 
1892, 110 degrees; Fort Bayard, N. M., July, 
1882, 115 degrees; Maricopa desert, in Ari- 
zona, has a record of 114 degrees. 

In the southern, middle, eastern and 
northern states the temperature rarely ever 
exceeds 100 degrees. This hot spell is one 
of the rare kind. In the south gulf states 
the temperature has gone as high as 106 
degrees, and not infrequently over 10 de- 
grees. The highest recorded temperature in 
the south was registered at Shreveport, 
La., July, 1891, “A€nd August, 1881, 107 de- 
grees; Montgomery, Ala., followed with 106 
degrees in 1881. 

The present hot spell exceeds that of 1892 
in length by several days and in average 
intensity by three degrees or more. An- 
other week of the heat will stamp 189 a 
great record breaker. The publications of 
the weather bureau since August 1, when 
the extreme heat began, show that the 
re is sustaining the extreme rec- 
ords.

Levi Eradshaw, who lives in the Sparks 
district, in Killingly, Conn., has such a 
large family that he cannot :ount his 
grandchildren, Bradsnaw emizrated from 
Cerada and has lived in Killingly thirteen 
years. He is now in his seventieth year. 

He has been married three times, and is 
the father of forty-one children, forty of 
whom are now living. By his first wife 
he had six children, including a pair of 
twins. His second wife bore him twenty- 
four children, half of whom were twins. 
His present wife presented him with eleven 
children. 

Bradshaw was not fourteen years old 
when he married the first time. The old- 
est son is now forty-four, and has several 
children and grandchildren. Twenty-nine 
of the old man’s sons and daughters are 
married, and all have children. The grand- 
father does not know just how large this 
family of grandchildren and great-grand- 
chijdren has become. He can enumerate 
up to 150, but ts in the dark as to the re- 
mainder. He estimates that they may run 
up to 200 or more, 

The Killingly patriarch married his last 
wife in Danielson thirteen years ago. Only 
one out of her eleven children kas died. 
The death occurred at birth three 
weeks ago. The rest are healthy aid ro- 
bust like the father. Mr. Bradshaw is 
believed to be the banner father in New 
England and the banner grandfather of 
the United States.

“We have been left free to exercise the 
right of franchise in the state election by 
an order of the state central committee and 
no other order from any source is morally 
binding. It is our duty to vote for McKin- 


ley, but we are bound by party ties to vote 
for no one else. In October we will cast 
out votes for those men who are and have 
been friendly toward the colored citizens 
of Georgia—mein who have :xecuted the 
law regardless of partisanship. 

“The comptroller’s report shows 111,000 
colored and 180,000 white polls in the state 
and I am safe.to say that not less than 75 
per cent of the colored vote will be cast 
for (Mr. Atkinson, who has been a governor 
of the people. I say this with no timidity 
or restraint, for while I can say nothing 
for or against Mr. Wright, the colored 
citizens throughout Georgia will bear me 
out in what I may say favorable to Mr. 
Atkinson. 

“Of all former governors Alexander H. 
Stephens was the most impartial. He 
treated the colored men of the state justly 
and fairly—more fairly than ever before. 
He worked hard to improve an infamous 
convict lease system. Where Mr. Stephens 
left off Mr. Atkinson began. He labored 
hard to put a stop to all mismanagement 
in convict camps and his success has been 
greater than that of any of his 
predecessors. Mr. Atkinson has clear- 
ly shown that ultimately he in- 
tends to put a complete stop to convict 
abuses and he will succeed if allowed to 
continue the good work already begun by 
re-election to the governorship. 

“Populists claim that Governor Atkinson 
has tmposed upon the pardoning -power 
vested in his hands. They cite that he 
pardoned a white man who acknowledged 
to having killed a poor, innocent negro. The 
true history of this case shows that the 
real conspirator in this murder was a white 
populist, whom a populist jury let go free. 
The prisoner was represented by populist 
lawyers. 

An Interesting Case Cited. 

“The following clipping from The Wash- 
ington Chronicle of September 7, 1895, puts 
a new light on the situation, which the 
populists don’t seem to appreciate: 

““*We feel it our duty to call the attention 
of our patrons to the following shock.ng 
story of lawlessness and crime a few weeks 
since, 

“ “Perry Butler, a respestabl> colored 
citizen of Wilkes county, was foully mur- 
dered while at work on his little farm. 

‘**Butler had a lawsuit with one James 
L.. Sutton, a white populist, who is now 
held in jail under the charge of murder. 
The subject of the lawsuit was a hog and 
the judge who heard it decided the case in 
favor of Perrv Butler. Though the decision 
was a perfectly just one, it enraged 
Sutton that he hired two men, John Dun- 
away and Robert Hinton, both populists, 
to do away with poor Butler; stated, 
Butler was plowing in his fleld when these 
two men came up behind him and literally 
riddled his body with bullets® One of the 
horrible features Of the crime, Which has 
no equal in history, was the fact that But- 
ler was one-armed, the other stump of an 
arm was tied to the plowhandle, so that 
he could plow, and when he was shot his 
mule took fright, ran away and dragged 
the corpse of the murdered man for miles 
through fields and woods. John Dunaway, 
one of Sutton'’s hirelings, made good his 
escape, but the other, Robert Hinton, was 
captured and has confessed the dreadful 
story told above. All of these men are 
populists and we are informed that most 
of the populists in the county back Sutton 
up in his blood-curdling butchery of a yood 
colored citizen.’ 

“Do the colored citizens of Georgia want 
protection of their lives against mob vio- 
lence? 

“Some of the white republicans tell you 
‘it is better for the party that you help 
the populists.” What the negro of Georgia 
needs most is protection of his fireside.

“Every respectable man wants laws 
throughout the state regulating such traf- 
fic and trading as tend to operate against 
the morals of the people. 

“We colored people are in favor of plac- 
ing such safeguards around the rum shops 
as to make it almost impossible for such 
places to be temptations. 3ut to legislate 
whisky out of Georgia only means what it 
does in South Carolina—more whisky and 
meaner whisky. Even the white people in 
that state can’t hold a joint debate with- 
out breaking up in a row and a fight. It’s 
not so in Georgia. 

‘‘The present law is good enough, and Dr. 
Candler, who declined to take part in this 
political fight, knowg it. Mr. Wright knows 
it. Dr. Gambrell knows it. We colored re- 
publicans will not smite the hand that gives 
us bread. We will not strike down the 
strong arm of the executive that acts when 
justice demands. We will never kiss the 
foot that kicKs us. We are citizens. We 
are free men. We are intelligent. We are 
law abiding. We have shown and will 
show again that Wwe are a grateful people. 
One of the most esteemed and honored 
men of our race, Bishop H. M. ‘Turner, 
who represents much, who has and now 
stands up for his people, who speaks when 
all are silent, says, because of the fact 
that Mr. Atkinson has done as he has, he 
shall give him his support. Thousands of 
us feel the same way. The colored race 
will be almost a unit for Atkinson when 
election day rolls round,”

Something About the Location of the 
National Capital. 
From The Travelers’ Record. 

Too few of the vast number who take 
pride in the glory Of American citizenship 
are familiar with the prominent facts con- 
nected with the establishment of the Unit- 
ed States government, which, at the end 
of its first century, had become one of the 
great powers of the world, When Ethan 
Alien demanded the surrender of Fort Ti- 
conderoga in the name of the Great Je- 
hovah and the continental congress, he 
gave voice to the great moral and political 
power which has accomplished so much in 
molding the destinies of mankind. 

The irrepressible desire of the colonies 
for a free government in America led to 


can body known as the continental con- 
gress. Its first session was held in Phila- 
delphia on the 5th day of September, 1774, 
and the next year another session was 
held in the same place, on the 10th day of 
May. The attempt to throw off a foreign 
yoke led to such bitter controversies both 
at home and abroad that the congress was 
Obliged to hold its sessions at such points 
as would create the least disturbance. The 
third session, December 20, 1776, was held 
in Baltimore; March 4, 1777, the meeting 
was held in Philadelphia; September 27, 
1777, we find its members at Lancaster, Pa., 
and September 30th at York, Pa. The next 
meeting was at Philadelphia, July 2, 1778,

civil authorities were 
to control. On Jtne 
Princeton, N. J., had the honor of giving 
its members ,an asylum, November 26, 
1783, the congress met at Annapolis, Md. 
During this session, December 23, General 
Washington resigned his commission, as 
the war with Great Britain had been ter- 
minated by the surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown, October 19, 1781. Congress next 
met at Trenton, N, J., November 1, 1784, 
and adjourned to meet in the city of New 
York on January 11, 1785. Here its sessions 
were held until the adoption of the con- 
stitution, and the electoral votes were can- 
vassed for the first president of the United 
States of America. The inauguration cere- 
monies took place on the balcony of Feder- 
al hall, on the corner of Nassau and Wall 
streets, April 30, 1789, and George Wash- 
ington became president. A bronze statue 
of heroic size now marks the spot upon 
the steps of the sub-treasury building. 

The government of the United States was 
provided with a constitution, with a fed- 
eral congress, and with a president, but it 
had no permanent place of abode. New 
York was determined to become the capi- 
tal city. Philadelphia was anxious to pro- 
vide an abiding place for the congress 
which her authorities had six vears be- 
fore suffered to be disgracefully driven out 
by the violence of a tory mob. Delaware, 
New Jersey, Maryland and Virginia all 
presented their patriotic testimonials and 
claimed title to the honor of founding a 
capital city for the new born nation. 

The New England states were content 
with the achievement of liberty, which to 
them was the main question. The extreme 
southern states, supported by Maryland 
and Virginia, would consent to no location 
which was so far north as Philadelphia. 
The Carolinas were opposed to Philadelphia 
because the Quakers were opposed to sla- 
very. New Jersey and Delaware were not 
backward in presenting their claims. 

On September 22, 1789, by a vote of thirty- 
one to seventeen, the house passed -a bill 
fixing the locus fof a permanent capitol 
on the banks of the Susquehanna. James 
Madison, the great southern leader, was 
Violent in his opposition to this site, and 
undoubtedly had the support of the presi- 
dent. The senate, however, passed an 
amendment subst8uting the Delaware 
river for the Susquehanna. When the bill 
was returned to the Rouse it again re- 
ceived the opposition of Mr. Madison, who 
succeeded in gétting it postponed until an- 
other

session. 
Hamilton's proposal that 
should assume the payment of 
State debts and the bill for fixing a per- 
manent location for the capitol were the 
burning questions before the next congress. 
The members were nearly equally divided, 
and the party spirit beame so hot that 
many feared a secession movement might 
be more disastrous to the newly-formed 
union than war with England. Thomas 
Jefferson, who had but recently returned 
from France, was apnointed secretary of 
state, and he was requested to lend his in- 
fluence in composing the difficulty. This 
great politician knew that there was noth- 
ing like a good dinner to quiet the nerves 
of opposing factions and he made Alexan- 
der Hamilton his guest on that occasion. 
The southern states were firm in their op- 
position to Hamilton’s financial scheme, 
and could count a majority of two against 
it. The result of the dinner was a conver- 
sion of Lee and White, of Virginia. to the 
proposal of Hamilton, and, on the other 
hand, Hamilton, of New York, and Robert 
Morris, of Pennsylvania, lent their aid in 
fixing the banks of the Potomac as the 
site for the new capitol, 

These preliminaries being. arranged, 
Pierce Butler, of South Carolina, was se- 
lected as the proper person to introduce ‘“‘a 
bill to determine the permanent seat of 
government of the United States.” The bill 
passed the senate July 1, 1780, by a ma- 
jority of two votes. Repeated efforts were 
subsequently made to change the site, but 
on July 9, 1790, the senate bill passed the 
house by a vote of thirty-two to twenty- 
nine, was approved July 16, 1790, and after 
a struggle of ten years and sixteen days 
the bargain at Thomas Jefferson's dinner 
ceased to be a bone of contention between 
the north and south, 
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SOMETHING ABOUT HAILSTONES. 


Interesting Peculiarities) Frequently 
Observed in These Frozen Particles. 
Humboldt, the great scientist and an 
indisputed authority on atmospheric as 
well as other natural phenomena, tells of 
a hailstorm which passed over Tuscany 
cn March 14, 1813, every ice globule of the 
 eniibe fall being of a beautiful orange 
color. Five years prior to that extraor- 
dinary event, Carniola, Germany, was 
treated to a fall of five feet of blood-red 
snow. This was followed by a fall of biue 
hail, which is said to have given “‘the 
whole face of nature @n exceedingly curious 
aspect.’’ 

Zed hailstones fell at Amsterdam in 
1726, at London in 1663 (during the time 
of the great plague), and at divers places 
in Ireland and France during the early 
part of the present century. 

In 1823 a monstfous hailstone fel] 
Munson, Mass. It ‘1s described in the 
Waltham Register of July 16th of that 
vear as follows: Extremes, four feet long, 
three feet wide and two feet thick. After 
the rough part of the body had been re- 
moved there remained a clear, solid btock 
of ice two feet three inches long, one foot 
and six inches wide and one foot and three 
inches thick. 

The most extraordinary hailstorm of 
history, as far a8 the queer shapes of 
the hailstones were concerned, was that 
which occurred on the Wadi oasis in the 
desert of Sahara, {nm 1851. The individual 
ice chunks were Of all imaginable forms. 
There were wheels With four, six and eight 
spokes, dumb bells large and small, trian- 
gles, cylinders, both solid and hollow, 
some of the solid ones being as much as 
six inches in length and not larger in 
diameter than a lead pencil. The common 
round haflstones congealed together in thei: 
descent, forming into fantastic pyramids, 
like the old pictures of the piled-up cannon 
balls: some took upon themselves the 
forms of gigantic bunches of grapes, and 
other masses “fell in the shape of neck- 
jaces, crowns, crosses, etc.’’ 

In a hailtorm in Wisconsin in 1886 the 
individual “stones’’ Were of many odd 
shapes and forms. Some were shaped like 
ginger snaps, others like watches, loaves

The government 
bought the silver bullion at market 
value and- coined it into silver dollars 
Having exclusive coutrol of the mintage, 
it only coins what it can hold at a parity 
with gold. The profit, representing the 
difference between the commercial value 
of the silver bullion and the face value 
of the silver dollar, goes to the govern- 
ment for the benefit of the people. The pov- 
ernment bought the silver bullion contained 
in the silver dollar at very much less than 
{ts coinage value. It paid it out to its 
creditors and put it in circulation among 
the people at its face of one hun- 
dred cents, or a full It required 
the veople to accept it as a legal tender, 
and is thus morally bound to maintain if 
at a parity with gold. which was then, as 
now, the recognized standard with us and 
the most enlightened nations of the world. 
The government having issued and circu- 
lated the <ilver dollar, it must in honor 
protect the holder from loss, This obliga- 
tion it has so far sacredly kept. Not only 
is there a moral obligation, byt there 
a legal obligation, expressed public 
atatute. to maintain the parity. 
“Could Not Be Kept at Parity.

Who would then maintain the parity? What 
would keep them at par with gold? There 
would no obligation resting upon the 
government to it, and if there were, 
it would be powerless to do it. The sim- 
ple truth is we would be driven to a silver 
basis—to silver monometallism. These dol- 
lars, therefore, would stand upon their 
real value. If the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 would, as 
some of its advocates assert, make 53 cents 
in silver worth 100 cents, and the silver 
dollar equal to the gold dollar, then we 
would have no cheaper money than now, 
and it would be no easier to get. But that 
such would be the result against rea- 
s0n and is contradicted by experience in 
all times and in all lands. It means the 
debasement of our currency to the amount 
of the difference between the commercial 
and coin value of the silver dollar, which 
is evident. and the offset would be to re- 
duce property values, entail untold finan- 
cial loss, destroy ‘confidence, impair the 
obligations of existing contracts, further 
impoverish the laborers and producers of 
the country, create a panic of unparal- 
leled severity and inflict upon trade and 
commerce a deadly blow. Against any such 
policy I am unalterably opposed. 

‘‘Bimetallism. 


“Bimetallism cannot be secured by 
vidual action on our part. It cannot be 
obtained by opening our mints to the un- 
limited coinage of the silver of the world 
at a ratio of 16 ounces of silver to 1 ounce 
of gold, when the commercial ratio is 
more than 30 ounces of silver to i cunce 
of gold. Mexico and China have tried the 
experiment. Mexico has free coinage of 
silver and gold at a ratio slightly jn ex- 
ounees of silver ~to 1 ounce 
of gold, and while her mints are freely 
open to both metals at that ratio, not a 
single doilar in goid bullion is coined and 
circulated as money. Gold has been driven 
out of circulation in these countries and 
they are on a silver basis alone. Until in- 
ternaticnal agreement is had, it is the 
Plain duty of the United States to main- 
tain the gold standard. It is the recog- 
nized and sole standard of the great com- 
mercial nations of the world, with which 
we trade more largely than any other. 
Eighty-four per cent of our foreign trade 
for the fiscal year 1895 was with gold 
standard countries and our trade with 
other countries was settled on a gold 
basis. 

‘“We Now Have More Silver Than Gold 

“Chiefly by means of legislation during 
and since 1879, there has been put in circu- 
lation more than $624,000,000 of silver, or 
This has been done in 
the honest effort to give to silver, if possi- 
ble, the same bullion and coinage value, 
and encourage the concurrent use of both 
gold and silver as money. Prior to that 
time there had been less than 9%,000,000 of 
silver dollars coined in the entire history 
of the United States, a period of eignity- 
nine years. This legislation secures the 
largest use of silver consistent with finan- 
cial safety and the pledge to maintain its 
parity with gokl. We have today more 
silver than gold. This has been accom- 
pushed at times with grave peril to the 
publie credit. The so-called Sherman law 
sought to use all the silver product of the 
United States for money at itS market 
value. From 18%) to 1893 the government 
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purchased 4,590,000 ounces of silver a month, § 


or 54,000,000 ounces a year. This was one- 
third of the product of the world and 
practically all of this country’s product. 
It was believed by those who then, and 
now, favor free coinage, that such use 
of silver would advance its bullion value 
io its coinage value, but these expecta- 
tions were not realized. In a few months, 
notwithstanding the unprecedented market 
for the silver produced in the United 
States, the price of silver went down 
very rap.dly, reaching a lower point than 
ever before. Then, upon the recommenda- 
tion of President Cleveland, both political 
parties united in the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clauSe of the Sherman law. We 
cannot now safely engage in further expe- 
riments in this direction. 

“The Double Standard. 

“On the 22d of August, 1891, in 
address, I said: ‘If we eould have an 
international ratio which all the leading 
nations of the world would adopt, and the 
true relation be fixed between the two 
metals and all agree upon the quantity 
of silver which should constitute a dellar, 
then silver would be as (free and 
unlimited in its privileges of coia- 
age as gold is today. Sut that 
we have not been able to secure, and 
with the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver adopted in the United States, at the 
present ratio, we would be still further re- 
moved from any international agreement. 
We may never be able to secure it if we 
enter upon the isolated coinage of silver. 
“The double standard implies equality at 
@ ratio, and that equality can only be es- 
tablished by the concurrent law of nations. 
It was the concurrent law of nations that 
made the double standard. It will require 
the concurrent law of nations to reinstate 
and sustain it. 

“It favors the use of money. The repub- 
lican party has not been and is not now 
opposed to the use of silver money, as its 
records abundantly show. It has done all 
that could be done for its increased use, 
with safety and honor, by the United 
States, acting apart from other  govern- 
ments. There are those who think that 
it has already gone beyond the limit of 
financial prudence. Surely we can go no 
further, and we must not permit false 
lights to lure us across the danger line.

It would drive at least 
tive hundred millions of gold dollars, which 
we now have, permanently from the trade 
the country and greatly decrease our 
per capita circulation. It is not proposed 
by the republican party to take from the 
circulating medium of the country any of 
the silver we now have. On the contrary, it 
is proposed to Keep all of the silver money 
now incirculation on a parity with gold by 
maintaining the pledge of the government 
that all of it shall be equal to gold. This 
has been the unbroken policy of the repub- 
lican party since 1878. It has inaugurated 
no new policy. It will keep in circulation 
and as good as gold all of the silver and 
paper money which is now included in the 
currency of the country. It will maintain 
their parity. It will preserve their equali- 
ty in the future, as it has always done in 
the past. It will not consent to put this 
country on a silver basis, which would in- 
evitably follow independent free coinage at 
a ratio of 16 to 1. It will oppose the ex- 
pulsion of gold from our circulation. 
“Farmers and Laborers Suffer Most. 
“If there is any one thing which should 
be free from speculation and change, it is 
the money of the country. It ougnt never 
to be the subject of mere partisan conten- 
tion. When we part with our labor, our 
products, or ‘our property, we should re- 
in return money which is as stable 
unchanging in valne as the ingenuity 
men can make tt. Debusement 
of the currency means destruction of 
values. No one suffers so mich from 
cheap money as the farmers and laborers. 
They are the first to feel its bad effecta 
and the last to reccver from them. ‘Tais 
has been the uniferm experience of all 
countries, and here, as elsewhere, the poor, 
and not the rich, are always the greatest 
sufferers from every attempt to debase 
our money. It would fall with alarming 
severity upon investments already made; 
upon insurance companies and their policy- 
holders; upon savings banks and tneir 
depositors; upon building and loan associa- 
tions and their members: upon the savings 
of thrift; upon pensioners and their faml- 
lies: and upon wage-earners and the pur- 
chasing power of their wages. 
“Unlimited Irredeemable Paper Money 
“The silver question is not the only issue 
affecting our pending money contest. Not 
content with urging the free coinage of 
silver, its strongest champions demand 
that our paper money shall be issued di- 
by the government of the United 
The Chicago democratic declare- 
tion, the St. Louis populist declaratn is 
that ‘our money shall’ be issued by the 
reneral government only without the inter- 
vention of banks of issue, be full legal ten- 
der in the payment of all debts, public 
and private,’ and be distributed ‘direct 
to the people and in the lawful disburse- 
of the government.’ Thus, in ad- 
dition to the free coinage of the world’s 
silver. we are aSkKed to enter upon an era 
of unlimited irredeemable paper currency. 
The question which was fought out from 
1865 to 1879 is thus to be reopened with all 
its uncertainties and cheap money experi- 
ments of every conceivable form foisted 
upon us. This indicates a most startling 
reactionary policy, strangely at variance 
with every requirement of sound finances; 
but the declaration shows the spirit and 
purpose of those who, oy combined action, 
are contending for the control of the gov- 
ernment. Not satisfied with the debase- 
ment of our coinage which would inevita- 
blv follow the free coinage of silver at 16 
to 1, they would still further degrade our 
eurrency and threaten the public ‘honor 
by the unlimited issue of an irredeemable 
paper currency. A graver menace to our 
financial standing and credit could hardly 
be conceived and. every patriotic citizen 
should be aroused to promptly meet and 
effectually defeat it. 
“In the Highest Degree Reprehensiple. 
for painful regret and 
solicitude that an effort is being made by 
those high in the councils of the allied 
parties to divide the people of this country 
and create distinctions among 
us, which, in fact, do not exist and ure 
repugnant to our form of government. 
These appeals to passion and prejudi e are 
beneath the spirit and intelligen’e of a 
iree people and should be met with stern 
rebuke by those they are sought to influ- 
ence and | believe they will be.

“Protection of Supreme Importance. 

“Another issue of supreme importance 
is that of protection. The peril of free sil- 
ver is a menace to be feared; we are al- 
ready experiencing the effects of partial 
free trade. The one must be averted; the 
other corrected. The republican party is 
wedded to the doctrine of protection and 
was never more earnest in its support and 
advocacy than now. if argument were 
needed to strengthen its devotion to the 
American system, or increase the hold of 
that system on the party and people, it is 
found in the lesson and experience of the 
last past three years. Men are feeling in 
their own daily Hves what before was to 
many. of them only report, history or tra- 
dition. They have had atrial of both sys- 
tems and know what each has done for 
Them. 

‘‘Demanded by the Public Exigencies. 

“Washington, in his iarewell address, 
September 17, 1796, a hundred years ago, 
said: ‘As a very important source of 
strength and security, cherish public credit. 
One method of preserving it is to use it 
as sparingly as possible; avoiding the ac- 
cumulation of debt, not only by shunning 
provisions of expense, but by vigorous ex- 
ertions in time of peace to discharge the 
debts which unavoidable wars may have 
occasioned, not ungenerously'§ throwing 
upon posterity the burden which we our- 
selves ought to bear. 

“To facilitate the enforcement of the 
maxims which he announced, he declared: 
‘It is essential that you should especially 
bear in mind that toward the payment of 
debts there must be revenue; that to have 
revenue there must be taxes: that no taxes 
can be devised which are not more or less 
inconvenient or unpleasant: that the in- 
trinsic embarrassment inseparable from the 
‘selection of the proper objects (which is 
always a choice of difficulties) ought to be 
a decisive motive for a candid considera- 
tion of the conduct of the government in 
making it; and fora Spirit of acquiescence 
in the measures obtaining revenue which 
the public exigencies may at any time 
dictate.’ 

“Animated by like sentiments the people 
of the country must now face the econdi- 
tions which beset them. The ‘public exi- 
gencies’ demand prompt protective legisla- 
tion which will avoid the accumulation of 
further debt by providing adequate reve- 
nues for the expenses of the government.

through the wise and patriotic exercise of 
the legislative duties with which they are 
solely charged, the present evils may be 
mitigated and dangers threatening the 
future may be averted, Our unfortunate 
financial plight is not the result of unto- 
ward events, nor of conditions related to 
our natural resources. Nor is it traceable 
to any of the afflictions which frequently 
check national growth and prosperity. 
With plenteous crops,’ with abundant prom- 
ise of remunerative production and manu- 
facture, with unusual invitation to safe 
investment, and with satisfactory assur- 
ances to business enterprise, sud- 
lv financial distrust and fear have sprung 
up on every side. Numerous moneyed It- 
stitutions have suspended because abundant 
assets were not immediately availabie to 
meet the demand of frightened depositors. 
Surviving corporations and individuas are 
content to keep in hand the money they ure 
usually anxious to loan, and those engaged 
in legitimate business are surprised to find 
that the securities they offer for loans, 
though heretofore satisfactory, are no 
longer accepted. Values supposed to be 
fixed are fast becoming conjectural and 
losses and failure have invaded every 


braneh of business. 


‘“‘The Cause of the Change. 

“What a startling and sudden 
within the short period of eight 
from December, i892, to August, 

“What had occurred? A change 
ministration: all branches of the 
ment had been entrusted to the democratic

The per capita of money, 
too, has been practically the same during 
this whole period, The quality of the money 
has been identical—all Kept equal to gold. 
There is nothing connected with our money 
therefore to account for this sudden agera- 
vated industria: change. What, then, is to 
be deprecated in our financial system? It 
must be everywhere admitted that 
money has been absolutely good and 
brought neither loss nor inconvenience 
its holders, A depreciated currency has not 
existed to further vex the troubled business 
Situation. 


‘“‘Good Money Never Made Hard Times. 
“7 to attribute the 
hard all our curren- 
cy is on a gold money never 
made times hard. who that 
our present industrial and financial depres- 
Sion is the result of the gold standurd, have 
not read American history aright, or 
careful students of the events of receiit 
years. We never had greater prosperity in 
this country, in every field of empioyment 
and industry, than im the busy years from 
Issv to 1892, during all of which time this 
country was On gold basis and employed 
more gold money in its fiscal and business 
Operations than ever before. We had, too, 
a protective tariff under which ample rev- 
enues Were collected for the government 
and accumulating surplus which was con- 
stantly applied to the payment of the pub- 
lic debt. Jet us hold fast to that which 
we know is good. It is not more money we 
want; what we want is to put the money 
We already huve at work. When money is 
employed men are employed, Both have 
always been steadily and remuneratively 
engaged during all the years of protective 
tariff legislation. When those who have 
money lack confidence jin the stability of 
Values and investments, they will not part 
with their money. Business is stagnant— 
the life blood of trade is checked and con- 
rested. We cannot restore thie publie COll- 
fidence by an act which would revolution- 
ize all values, or an act which entails a de- 
ficiency in the public revenues, We eannot 
inspire confidence by advocating repudia- 
tion or practicing dishonesty. We cannot 
restore contidence either to the treasury or 
the people without «a change in our present 
The only measure of a 
general nature that affected the treasurv 
and the employment ef our people passed 
by the fifty-third congress was the general 
tar-ff act, which did not receive the ap- 
proval of the president. Whatever virtues 
may be claimed for that act there con- 
fessedly one which it does not It 
lacks the essential virtue of its creation— 
the raising of revenue sufficient to supply 
the needs of the government. It has at no 
time provided enough revenue for such 
needs, but it Las caused a constant defi- 
ciency In the treasury and a steady deple- 
tion in the earnings of labor and land. It 
has contributed to swell our national debt 
more than $262,600,000, a sum*nearly as great 
as the debt of the government from Wash- 
ington to Lincoln, including all our foreign 
wars from the revolution to the rebellion. 
Since its passage work at home has been 
diminished, prices of agricultural products 
have fallen, confidence has been destroyed 
and general business demoralization hus 
set in on every hand. 
“Tariffs of 1890 and 1894 Contrasted. 
“The total reeeipts under the tariff act 
of 18% for the first twentv-one months of 
its enforcement from September, 1894, to 
June, 1896, were $557,515,528 and the expendi- 
tures $40,418,968, Or a doficiency of $82,803,035. 
The decrease in our exports of American 
products and manufactures during the first 
fifteen months of the present tariff as con- 
trarted with the exports of the first fifteen 
months of the tariff of 1899 was $220,353.320. 
The excess of exports over imports during 
the first fifteen months of the tariff of 
ISSO Was $212,972,968, but only $56,758,623 under 
the first fifteen months of the ‘tariff of 
IS4, a loss under the latter of $157,214, 345. 
The net loss in the trade balance of the 
United States has been $196,983,607, during 
the. first fifteen months’ operation of the 
taciff of 1894, aS compared with the first 
fifteen months of the tariff of 1899. The 
loss has been large, constant and steady 
at the rate of $13,130,000 per month or $5006. C00 
for every business day of this year. 
‘Losing in Both Directions. 
“We have either been sending too much 
money out of the country or getting too 
We have lost steadily in 
both directions. Our foreign trade has been 
diminished and our domestic trade has suf- 
fered incalculable loss. Does not this sug- 
gest the cause of our present depression 
and indicate its remedy? Confidence in 
home enterprises has almost wholly disap- 
peared. Our shops are closed, or running 
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— if oes actual loss. Ore 
are idle, and while they are ' 
are occupied in supplying Us with gzoeds. 
Our unrivaled home market for the farmer 
has also greatly suffered vecause those 
who constitute it—the great army of Amerl- 
can wage-earners—are without the work 
and wages they formerly had. If they, can- 
not earn Wages they cannot buy products. 
They cannot earn if they have no employ- 
ment, and when they do not earn the 
farmers’ home market jis lessened and im- 
paired and the loss is felt by both pro- 
ducer and consumer. The loss of earning 
power alone in this country ! past 
three years is sufficient to have produced 
our unfortunate business situation. If our 
labor was well employed and, employed 
as remunerative wages as in 1892, in a few 
months every farmer in the land would 
feel the glad change in the increased de- 
mand for his products and in the better 
prices which he would receive. 


“Not Open Mints but Open Mills. 

“It is not an increase in the volume of 
money Which is the need of the time, but 
an increase in the volume of business. Not 
an increase of coin, but an increase of 
confidence. Not more coinage, Dut a more 
active use of the money coined. Not 
open mints for the unlimited coinage of 
the silver of the world, but open nmfills for 
the full and unrestricted labor of American 
workingmen. The employment of | our 
mints for the coinage of the silver of the 
world would not bring the necessities and 
comforts of life back to our people. rhis 
will only come with the employment of 
the masses and such employment is cer- 
tain to foilow the re-establisment of a 
wise protective policy which shall en- 
courage manufacturing at honfe. Pro- 
tection has lost none of its virtue and im- 
portance. The first duty of the republican 
party, if restored to nower in the coun- 
try, will be the enactment of a tariff law 
which will raise all the money necessary 
to conduct the government economically 
and honestly administered, and so adjust- 
ed as to give preference to ome manu- 
facturers and adequate protection to home 
labor and the home market. We are not 
committed to any special schedules or rates 
of duty. They are and should be always 
subject to change to meet new conditions, 
but the principle upon which rates of duty 
are imposed remains the same. Our du- 
ties should always be high enough to 
measure the difference between the wages 
paid labor at home and in competing coun- 
tries, and to adequately protect American 
investments and American enterprises. 

‘Our Farmers and the Tariff. 

“Our farmers have been hurt by the 
changes in our tariff legislation as severely 
as our laborers and manufacturers, badly 
as they have suffered. The republican plat- 
form wisely declares in favor’ of such en- 
couragement to our sugar interests as will 
lead to the production on American 
of all the sugar which the American peopie 
use. It promises to our wool and woolen 
interests the most ample protection, a 
guaranty that ought to commend itself to 
every patriotic c.tizen, Never was a more 
grievous wrong done the farmers of our 
country than that so unjustly inflicted dur- 
ing the past three years upon the wool 
growers of America. Although among our 
most industrious and useful citizens, their 
interests have been practically destroyed 
and our woolen manufacture involved in 
Similar disaster. At no time within the 
past thirty-six years, and perhaps never 
aguring any previous period, have so many 
of our woolen factories been suspended as 
now. The republican party can be relied 
upon to correct these great wrongs, if 
again entrusted with the control of con- 
gress. : 
‘Reciprocity. 

“Another declaration of the republican 
platform, that has my most cordial sup- 
port, is that which favors reciprocity. The 
splendid results of the reciprocity arrange- 
ments that were made under authority of 
the triff law of 189 are striking and sug- 
&estive. The brief period they were in 
force, in most cases only. three years, was 
not long enough to thoroughly test their 
Kreat value, but sufficient was shown by 
the trial to conclusively demonstrate the 
importance and the wisdom of their adop- 
tion. In Isv2 the export trade of the United 
States attained the highest point in our 
history. The aggregate of our exports that 
year reached the immense sum of $1.1130,- 
-(S.148S, & sum greater by $100,000,000 than 
— ee of any revious year. in 
SHO, account of the threat of unfriendly 
soe ae ee etion. the tetal dropped to $847,- 

“Our exports of domestie merchandise de- 
creased 9159,000,000, bat reciprocity still se- 
heedeo us a large trade with Central and 
South America and a larger trade with the 
West Indies than we had ev: before 
a) ed. The inere ise of trade with the coun- 
tries with which we had reciprocity agree- 
ments Was $3,560,515 cver our trace in Sa 
ard $16,440,721 over our trade in 1891. The 
only countries with which the United States 
Posen dl gp showed increased exports in 

a ‘e practically those with which we 
had reciprocity agreements. The reciproci- 
ty treaty bet veen this country ana Spain, 
touching the markets of Cuba and Porto 
Rico, Was announced september 1], is9). Lhe 
Erowth of ovr trade with Cuba was phe- 
nomenal. In 1891 we sold that country but 
114,441 barrels of fiour: in ‘sv. 306,175; In 
IS9S, 616,406, and in 1894, 662,248. Here was a 
growth of nearly 500 per cent, while our 
exportations of flour to Cuba for the year 
ending June 30, 1895,—the year following the 
repeal of the reciprocity treaty—fell to 
379.856 barrels, a loss of nearly half our 
trade with that country. The value of our 
to.al exports of merchandise from the 
United States to Cuba in 1891-—the year 
prior to the negotiation of the reciprocity 
treaty Was $12,224,888: in S892, $17,953,579: in 
IN9S, $24,157,098 ; Im 1894, $20,125,321: but ‘in 
ISdo, after the annulment of the reciprocity 
ugreement, it fell to orily $12,887,661. Many 
similar examples might be given of our in- 
creased trade under reciprocity with other 
countries, but enough has been shown of 
the efficacy of the legislation of 1890 to 
justify the speedy restoration of its re- 
ciprocity provisions. In my judgment con- 
gress should immediately restore the ree- 
iprocity sections of the old law, with 
such amendments, satisfactory, time 
and experience sanction as wise and proper. 
The underlying principle of this legislation 
must, however, be strictly observed. It is 
to afford new markets for our surplus agri- 
cultural and manufactured products with- 
out loss to the American laborer of a 
single day’s work that he might otherwise 
procure, 

“Foreign Immigration. 

“The declaration of the platform touch- 
ing foreign immigration is one of peculiar 
importance at this time, when our own 
laboring people are in such great distress, 
J am in hearty sympathy with the present 
legislation restricting foreign imm- 
gration and favor such extension 
of the laws as will secure the 
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and criminal classes of the ‘old world. 
While we adhere to the public policy under 
which our country has received great bod- 
ies of honest, industrious citizens, who 
have added to the wealth, progress and 
power of the country, and while we wel- 
come to our shores the well-disposed and 
industrious immigrant who contributes by 
his energy and intelligence to the cause of 
our government, we do not want immi- 
grants who do not seek our shores to be- 
come citizens. We should permit none to 
participate in the advantages of our civili- 
zation who do not sympathize with our 
aims and form of government. We should 
receive none Swho come to make war upon 
our institutions and profit by publie dis- 
quiet and turmoil. Against all such our 
gates must be tightly closed. 
“Our Soldiers and Sailors. 

“The soldiers and sailors of the union 
should neither be neglected nor fotgotten. 
The government which they served so well 
must not make their lives or condition 
harder by treating them as suppliants for 
relief in old age or distress, nor regard with 
disdain or contempt the earnest interest one 
comrade naturally manifests in the welfare 
of another. Doubtless there have been pen- 
sion abuses and frauds in the numerous 
claims allowed by the government, but the 
policy governing the administration of the 
pension bureau must always be fair and 
liberal. No deserving applicant shimid 
ever suffer because of a wrong perpetrated 
by or for another. Our soldiers and saiiors 
Rave the government the best they had 
They freely offered health, strength, limb 
and life to save the country in the time of 
its greatest peril and the government must 
honor them in their need as in their ser- 
vice, with the respect and gratitude due to 
brave, noble and self-sacrificing men who 
are justly entitled to generous aid in their 
increasing necessities. 

“Qur Merchant Marine and Navy. 

“The declaration of the republican plat- 
form in favor of the upbuilding of our 
merchant marine hag my hearty approval. 
The pol.cy of diseriminating duties in fa- 
vor of our shipping, which prevailed in the 
early years of our history. should be again 
promptly adopted by congress and v gor- 
Ously supported until our prestige and su- 
premacy on the seas are fully attained. We 
should no longer contribute directly or in- 
directly to the ma‘ntenance of the colossal

We meet the sud- 
den, dangerous and revolutionary assault 
upon law and order, and upon those to 
whom is confided by the constitution and 
laws the auihority to uphold and main- 
tain them, which our opponents have 
mace, with the same courage that we have 
faced every emergency since our organiza- 
tion as a party more than forty years ago. 
Government by law must be assured;

The era 
of reconciliation, so long and earnestly de- 
sired by General Grant and many other 
great leaders, north and south, has hap- 
pily come and the feeling of distrust and 
hostility between the sections is every- 
where vanishing, let us hope never to re- 
turn. Nothing is better calculated to give 
strength to the nation at home, increase 
our power and influence abroad and add 
to the permanency and security of our free 
institutions than the restoration of cordial 
relations between the people of all sections 
and parts of our beloved country. If called 
by the suffrages of the people to assume 
the du&@es of the high office of president of 
the United States I shall count it a privi- 
lege to aid, even in the slightest degree, 
in the promotion of the spirit of fraternal 
regard which should animate and govern 
the citizens of every section, state or part 
of the revubliie. 

“After the lapse of a century since its 
utterance let us, at length and ferever, 
heed the admonition of Washington: ‘There 
should be no north, no south, no east, no 
west, but a common country.’ 

“It shall Sy my constant aim to improve

»! gevernment by promoting that 
spirit of forbearance and justice wiich is 
so essentiil to our prosperity and happi-

continued ascendancy among the greatest 
governments on earth.

Macon, Ga., Aug. 25.—To the Editor:—In 
view of the sensational and altogether 
inaccurate account of the late unfortunate 
occurrence in Mulberry church, in this city, 
which account appeared in your paper of 
the 24th inst., the undersigned members 
of the board of stewards of said church 
were appointed a committee to prepare a 
statement giving an accurate account of 
the occurrence and to ask your journal to 
publish the same. The committee well 
understand that many false rumors were 
set a-going immediately after the occur- 
rence, and it is possible that to this fact 
your reporter owes the serious mistakes 
which he made in his account sent to you. 
After the services were concluded and 
the congregation had been dismissed quite 
a large number of the members of the 
church came down to the altar for the pur- 
pose of shaking hands with Mr. and Mrs. 
Burke, missionaries, to take leave of whom 
the services had been held. While the 
congregation were engaged in this exercise 
and in conversation and the pastor was 
standing in the pulpit near the desk and 
Peaning upon the same, Mr. Adamson 
came up to him from the amen corner, 
ascending the pulpit and touching him on 
his shoulder, said to him as he turned 
around: ‘* Dector, did you refer to me 
when you mentioned infamous sources?’ 
Dr. Monk turned around in considerable 
astonishment and replied: “Mr. Adamson, 
I did not refer to you at all in any portion 
of my talk.”” The young man made no re- 
ply to this, but began to talk about an 
interview which he had sought with Dr. 
Monk on Tuesday evening of the week be- 
fore. Dr. Monk then said: “By the way, 
Mr. Adamson, I am sorry that you mis- 
represented me to Mr. Bileckley, for Mr. 
Bleckley told me you told him that I said 
I would hold you personally responsible 
if my name appeared in Wednesday morn- 
ing’s Telegraph.’’ Mr. Adamson _ replied, 
“You did say it, doctor.’””’ Dr. Monk re- 
plied, “I did not say it, Mr. Adamson.” 
Mr. Adamson replied, ‘‘You did.’’ Then Dr. 
Monk said. “I say, Mr. Adamson, you 
state that which-is absolutely false.’’ With 
this Mr. Adamson closed his fist, 
squared himself in an attitude for strik- 
ing, and invited Dr. Monk out of the 
church. Dr. Monk said, ‘“‘What did you 
say?’ When he repeated his invitation, 
with a threatening gesture. Dr. Monk then 
put both his hands on Adamson’s breast 
and pushed him slightly backward twige 
in the direction of the rear door of the 
church, saying, ‘You get out of here.’’ He 
then turned to some of the stewards and 
members of the church who were present 
and said: “Put that man out of here.” 
and this was promptly done. Dr. Monk 
then turned about and continued to shake 

hands with the people. 

No blow passed, no unseemly scuffle oc- 
curred, there was no bandying of epithets 
and the word “lie’’ Was not mentioned 
in the whole transaction, and no one’s face 
was bruised. Not a dozen people in the 
large congregation, Many of whom were 
but a few feet from the‘altar, knew the 
event had happened. All statements to 
the contrary are absolutely untrue, The 
occurrence was regretted by both parties 
immediately on its happening, and it would 
have passed over doubtless without notice 
but for the extremely inaccurate and sen- 
sationa] statements that were sent out 
ecorcerning it. These statements reflect 
on the honor of the church and their lack 
of truthfulness has been a matter of the 
most decided astonishment and distress to 
every person who was present. We trust 
that inasmuch as The Chronicle has aided 
in giving currency to these utterly base- 
less and unjust misrepresentations of the 
transaction, your paper will publish 
this account in at least as conspicuous a 
place as you gave to the first accounts.

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THEY WILL ORGANIZE 


Georgia Undertakers Decide te Form 
an Association. 


IMPORTANT MEETING IS HELD 


Will Urge the Legislature to Allow 
No Licenses Except to Embalmers 
Who Pass an Examination. 


A large number of the undertakers of 
Georgia held a preliminary conference last 
night in the parlors of John F, Barclay 
& Co. and discussed the association they 
intend to form. 

Among those who attended the meeting 
were some Of the most prominent under- 
takers of the state and all of Atlanta’s 
undertakers. All were very enthusiastic 
over the idea of forming themselves into an 
active association, and when they meet 
this morning will complete the forma- 
tion of a permanent organization that 
promises to be one of the strongest of 
its kind in this ceuntry. 

On account of the fllness of Mr. W. L. 
Wilson, of Augusta, the secretary of the 
temporary organization and one of the 
leaders of the movement, it was decided 
to adjourn the meeting until this morning 
at 9 o'clock, when they will meet again 
at J. F. Barclay’s. 

When the meeting was called to order 
last night Mr. Barclay was elected chair- 
man and presided over the meeting. Noth- 
ing was done except to discuss the prospec- 
tive organization and the plan on which it 
was to be run, 

It was decided last night that one of the 
first things for the organization to do will 
be to get the legislature to pass laws ap- 
pointing a board to examine all embalmers 
and issue licenses to none except those who 
can pass the examination in a satisfactory 
manner, 

Another idea and one on which the asso- 
ciation, when formed, will spend much 
time will be.to get a law passed making 
all undertakers exempt from jury duty. The 
undertakers believe that they have as much 
right to be exempted from jury duty as 
doctors have, since they are Iikely to be 
called out at any minute. All of them 
favored this idea, and it will likely be rap- 
idly pushed through and made a law. 

Officers will be elected at the meeting this 
morning for the permanent organization. 
The election of a president will be an im- 
portant event, and from what was said at 
the meeting last night it looks eas if an 
Atlanta man will get the place. For the 
position is needed a young man who has 
a thorough knowledge of the science of em- 
balming, so the leaders say, and they have 
settled on the junior partner of an Atlanta 
firm, and he will most likely be elected at 
the meeting this morning.

Judge Lumpkin Returns and An- 
nounces He Will Hear Motions 
Next Week. 


Ww. A, Cullum, an employe of the South- 
ern railway in its shops, has filed suit for 
damages against Sam Mueller, Jr., charg- 
ing him with malicious prosecution. 

The petition filed in the city court 
terday shows that Cullum was arrested 
several days ago on a warrant taken out 
by Mueller for assault and battery. The 
warrant was issued from the justice court 
of Judge Orr and the case was set for hear- 
ing last Monday, but before the trinl was 
renched the warrant was dismissed and 
the withdrawn by Mueller, who puid 
the costs in the proceedings. 

Cullum now alleges that the prosecution 
was malicious and the warrant 
out without probable cause and was done 
by Mueller for the purpose of harassing 
and humiliating him, and that Mueller 
knew at the time that Cullum was hot 
guilty of an assault and battery as alleged 
in the warrant. Cullum sues for damages 
in the amount of §2,000, 

Behind the warrant and 
lum is said to be a story which does not 
appear upon the’ doecket of the justice 
On August 2st. Mueller, who 1s 
froceryman in Pittsburg, is* said 
the home of Cullum for 
the purpose of collecting a bill owed for 
groceries, Cullum stated that he did not 
have enough money to pay the entire bill, 
but would send Mueller all the nmroney he 
could spare when Mrs. Cullum returned 
home. Mueller then left the 
Cullum, 

About two hours later, it is said, Mueller 
again visited Cullum’s house and demand- 
ed the amount of the bill. Cwlum offered 
au portion, saying he would pay the balance 
when he could raise the money. Mueller 
is Said to have cursed Cullum in the pres- 
ence of his wife. The men then fought, 
and Cullom struck Mueller several blows 
in the face. The next day Mueller swore 
out a warrant for Cullum’s arrest, and 
then followed the dismissal of the war- 
rant and the filing of the damage suit 
yesterday by Cullum. Cullum is repre- 
sented by Attorney Terrell. 

Judge Lumpkin Returns. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the superior 
court, has returned from his ten days’ out- 
ing on the Virginia beach. 

Judge Lumpkin was in chambers during 
the day yesterday and announced that he 
would hear motions all next week. The 
regular term of the superior court begins 
September 7th, but the motions and bills 
that have accumulated during the absence 
of the judge will be taken up before court 
meets and the calendar will be arranged. 

“[T have had a pleasant vacation,”’ said 
Judge Lumpkin yesterday, ‘“‘tand am ready 
for the fall business of my court. All mo- 
tions will be heard next week and I will 
have everything in readiness by Monday 
week, when the superior court rreets.”’ 

From Almshouse to Asylum. 

Mattie Durham, an inmate of the county 
poorhouse, was yesterday adjudged to be 
insane before Ordinary Calhoun and she 
Will be removed to the state asylum for 
the: insane, at Milledgeville.
